Lawyers Day and Bethea 
Drawing Bill for Writ 
Against Alleged Beef 
Combine. 


MAY FILE THIS WEEK. 


It Will Be Sent to Washington 
_ First for Examination and 
Approval by the Attor- 
General. 


HARD HUNT FOR EVIDENCE 


The bill for an injunction, which is expect- 
ed to disclose the exact nature of the rela- 
tions between the Chicago packing-houses 
and to determine whether a meat trust 
exists, is in the course of preparation and 
will be filed possibly before the close of this 
week. 

William A. Day, special counsel for Attor- 
ney General Knox, and 8S. H. Bethea, United 
States District Attorney, are working on the 
bill together and it will be completed by 
Wednesday, it is thought. A copy will be 
submitted to Attorney General. Knox for his 
approval,-and upon receipt of favorable word 
from Washington the case will be taken into 


| Judge Kohisaat’s court for hearing. 


One Bill to Cover All Cases. 


It Is believed that one bill will be filed 
against all the companiessunder fire. As 
members of an alleged combination the 
court will be asked to enjoin themi collective- 
ly from maintaining a combination for the 
purpose of restricting the sale of dressed 
meats, thereby holding prices at an exor- 
bitant figure and causing public distress. 

District Attorney Bethea will be given the 
responsibility of conducting the case. 
Counsel Day is in Chicago to act in an ad- 
visory capacity and to give Mr. Bethea the 
aid of the evidence now in possession of the 
Department of Justice. It is desired to have 
the hearing of the injunction concluded as 
soon as possible, for the reason that the 
federal grand jury is called for May 18. 
Should any facts be brought out in the first 
hearing that clearly establish an unlawful 
combination the evidence in all probability 
will be taken before the grand jury for its 
consideration. 


Day and Bethea in Conference. 


Attorney Day arrived in Chicago at 10 
o’élock in the morhing, and, after engaging 
rooms at the Palmer House, went to the 
office of the District Attorney in the Monad- 
nock Building. The papers he had brought 
from Washington were deposited in a vault 
and the two attorneys adjourned to the 
Chicago club, where they ordered a luncheon 
of fish, in order to start their meat crusade 
without bias. 

At 2 o'clock they returned to the District 
Attorney’s office and began their labors with- 
out regard to the Saturday half-holiday. 
Mr. Bethea’s assistants, G. E. Pagin, C. J. 
Tisdel, C. B. Morrison, and Benjamin Davis, 
were called into the room and aided in the 
perusal of the evidence and looking up the 
records of the previous davestigations into 
the beef trust. 

Attorney Day has set ihegneniaty for his 
return to Washington and it is probable that 
he then will take a copy,of the completed bill 
to Attorney General Kyiox for his inspection. 
This will delay matters not over two days 
more, which would allow the court proceed- 


ings to be started on Saturday morning. If ' 


any further delay occurs the preceedings will 
be set for the early part of next week. 

Some hint has been dropped that a similar 
injunction suit may be begun in New York, 
but Attorney Day would neither confirm nor 
deny the report. The value of such a pro- 
ceeding is said to be doubtful, for the only 
persons who could be found in the East would 
be the agents of the Chicago packers. In- 
terested attorneys say a more profitable in- 
vestigation might be begun in Kansas City 
or Omaha. In any event, Chicago is to be the 
storm center and all other inquiries will 
be subsidiary to the one in Judge Kohlsaat's 
court.

ing-house products brought out a great deal 
of information that will be valuable. in the 
coming injunction suit. Attorney Day con- 
ducted the examination of the railroad men, 
and part of the evidence he brought on from 
Washington was the transcript of the testi- 
mony of that hearing. It was admitted that 
favored packers were given large amounts 
annually as rebates on freight bills, and it 
is believed that the traffic managers of the 
Western lines can furnish considerable light

District Attorney 
Bethea thoroughly believes that he can pre- 
sent evidence to Judge Kohisaat which will 


] warrant the issuance of a temporary injunc- 


tion. Once this is granted, the packers will 
be’ bound to prove to the court either that 
they are not maintaining a wrongful combi- 
nation or that the facts presented in the 
District Attorney's original bill did not jus- 
tify a permanent order. 


Big Array of Legal Talent. 


Judge Kohlsaat’s court will be the center 
of interest for the lawyers of Chicago on the 
day the bill is filed. The gathering of legal 
talent is expected to be even greater than 
the exhibition when Hill and Harriman were 
before the Interstate Commerce commission. 
Then the crowd consisted of railroad law- 
yers alone, and if the traffic officials are 
drawn into the beef inquiry they will be on 
hand again, in addition to the forces of the 
packers. 


‘Day Talks of the Case. 


Attorney Day hastened to correct an im- 
pression that he had been sent on to conduct 
the injunction suit. 

“TT am here merely as a representative of 
Attorney General Knox,’ he said. “ District 
Attorney Bethea is to have sole charge of 
the prosecution, as is provided by the regu- 
lations of his office. I have no authority to 
direct his actions, but merely to convey to 
him certain instructions of his superiors in 
Washington as to the outline of the bills. 
I also brought some evidence which I se- 
cured in New York.

REVIVE MANY QUAINT RITES. 


LONDON, April 26.—The form of the coro- 
nation service, as finally amended and ap- 
proved by the King, was announced today. 
It consists of twenty-six distinct sections. 

The King and Queen will enter the great 
west door of Westminster Abbey, where they 
will be met by the shouts of the King's 
scholars of Westminster School, and by the 
anthem, “I Was Glad When They Said Unto 
Me, We Will Go to the House of the Lord.” 

Instead of going direct to their thrones the 
royal pair will kneel in private prayer on 
footstools in front of their chairs. Then the 
Archbishop of Canterbury, the Most Rev. 
Frederick Temple; the Lord High Chancel- 
Jor, Earl Halsbury, the Lord Great Cham- 
berlain, the Marquis of Cholmondeley; and 
the Garter King of Arms, Sir Albert Woods, 


each in turn, will formally present the King. 


The Lords carrying the regalia will step up 
and the Dean of Westminster, the Very Rev. 
George Granville Bradley, will place the 
regalia on the altar. The abbreviated litany 
and part of the communion service will fol- 
low. Then the Archbishops will recite the 
Nicene Creed and the Bishop of London, the 
Rt.-Rev. Arthur Winnington-Ingraham, will 


preach a short sermon. 


Robing the King. 

Just before the sermon the King, who up 
to that stage of the ceremony will have been 
uncovered, will put on a cap of crimson, a 
veil, trimmed with ermine. Then comes the 
oath-taking, after which the King will be 
anointed. 

Then the King’s cap and crimson robe will 
be removed and four garter knights will 
hold over him a rich pall of silk or cloth of 
gold; the Dean of Westminster will 
into a spoon and the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury will anoint the King, making the sign 
‘of the cross on the top of his Majesty's head, 
thus consecrating him ‘“‘ King over this peo- 
le, whom the Lord, your God, hath given 
u to rule and govern.’

Knowledge of the Possibility of Such 
a Combination Booms Stock of Both 
Institutions—As a ‘Result J. 0, Ar- 
mour Has Profit of $112,500 on 

- Shares He Lately Bought from I. N. 

Perry—Formal Proposition to Con- 
solidate Not Yet Made. 

Tentative plans for combining the Com- 
mercial and Continental National Banks 
have caused an active demand for the stock 
of both in the last few days. Shares of the 
Continental Rave advanced in price from 
$225 a share to $800 In a week. J. Ogden 
Armour, who purchased I. N. Perry's hoid- 
ings, 1,500 shares, at 225, has a pret of 
$112,500. 

Commercia] National stock is more close- 
ly held, there being but fifty stockholders. 
A week ago it was quoted at 370 bid. Yes- 
terday 410 was offered, but no sale was re 
ported. 

It was a few days ago, when the sugges- 
tion of a consolidation between the Com- 
mercial Nationa) and Continental was made, 
and buying by people who knew the inside 
developments in the situation began. On 
Friday morning Continental National stock 
sold at 288, and from that figure it was bid 
up quickly to 257, and later to 800. When 
Mr. Perry resigned the Vice Presidency of 
the Continental he gave Mr. Armour an op- 


tion on his stock at 225, and the deal was 


closed on this basis. 


Formal Offer Still in Future. 
A large interest In one of the banks con- 


noon that there had been talk of the advisa- 
bility of a deal between the Commercial and 
the Continental, but said that no formal! offer 
had been made.

Team Left Standing in Ewing Street 
‘Runs and Crushes Girl—Residents 
Try to Kill Driver William Watson.

Grand Jurors Accuse Seven, 

P.H. O’Donnell and James T. 
Brady Being Among 
the Number, 


Was Laid in Law Office of ; 
the Public Admin- 
istrator. 


FULL LIGHT ON “PIN GAME” 


Patrick H. O'Donnell, for five years Pub 


T. Brady, his law pdrtner under the firm 
name of O'Donnell & Brady, were indicted 
by the Cook County grand jury yesterday 
afternoon, charged with conspiring and brib- 
ing the jury which decided in favor of the 
Union Traction company in the first of the 
Austin transfer cases before Justice George 
H. Woods. 

The same net caught Cyrus 8. Simon, trial 
lawyer for the traction company, and all 
stand accused of buying a court con- 
stable and a half-dozen jurymen for the 
sum of $40. 

Altogether seven men were indicted on the 
charges of jury tampering, one of them be- 
ing the notorious * Bill” Gallagher.

Constable Jones proved the chief witness 
of the half dozen who faced the grand jury. 
His story, substantially, was as follows:

Some days before that Jones re- 
ceived a telephone message asking him to 
call at the offices of O'Donnell & Brady. 
Here he met Patrick O'Donnell and James 
T. Brady. He was introduced to “ Bill” 
Gallagher. Simon, the traction company’s 
attorney, was also there. ; 

“We are anxious to win the first four or 
five of these cases,’’ Jones credited O’ Donnell 
with saying. Jurymen were wanted who 
could be “ depended on.”” Jones was in- 
formed that Gallagher would attend to the 
details if he, Jones, would aid he would 
be given a “ satisfactory amount of money ”’ 
for his trouble. The whole plan was care- 
fully explained to the constable. Gallagher 
was to get the men who would do such 
* business " as was wanted. All Jones would 
have to do would be to see that he summoned 
the men who bore the “O. K.” of “ Bill” 
Gallagher. 

There was more talk and the method of 


- identification then was taken up. Gallagher 


here took the center of the stage. He 
broached the pin plan. Each man he could 
get would wear a-pin stuck crosswise in his 
coat lapel. If this should excite suspicion 
the wearer might claim that he had lost a 
flower which had been placed in his button- 
hole and held by this same pin. The idea 
Was approved and Gallagher started to corral 
the members of the “ pin brigade.’’ . 


Busy “ Bill” Gallagher. 

“Ham” Lawrence was a crony of Gaila- 
gher’s. They loafed in the same saloons near 
Dearborn and Monroe streets. He got this 
man in line. Charles Matthews, the veteran 
billiard marker, was. approached, too.

“ Brother John ”’ O’Donnell took a hand in 
the work at this time. He did the “ heavy 
hustling ’’ in getting more susceptible men 
into the field. Gallagher got ‘‘ Doc ’’ Greene, 
who assumed to lend an ear to the offer, and 
then reported to the Voters’ league, and 
Rothery, with whom he had been friendly for 
years, toaidhim. . 

On the day of the trial Michaels, Lawrence, 
Greene, and Rothery were corralled at the 
Revere House. Each wore crossed: pins. 
Gallagher had counted om having eight or ten 
men loitering about, but Matthews was late 
and others failed to show up. He hurried 
down-town to drum up more, meeting Rolfe 


“and Sheridan in front of the County Build- 


ing. He had been an associate of theirs in 
former years. He made his offer, it was ac- 
cepted, and he sent the three men to the 
Paiace Hotel in North Clark street. 

In the meantime Jones had been summon- 
ing the “‘ pin’’ men. Greene, who was gath- 
ering in evidence, had been rejected by the ° 
city. Jones was instructed by ’phone to run 
up to the Palace Hotel. He gathered in 
Sheridan an: Ife and they passed inspec- 
tion. Michaels and Lawrence were accepted 
and Rothery rejected. Two men were 
needed. 

In this extremity Charles Shotwell, a near- 
by druggist, and John Struvy, a barber, were 
summoned and made members of the jury. 
Nothing reflecting on the character or acts 
of these two men has been found as a result 
of the inquiry. ; | 


Quiclt Verdict, Then the “‘Pay.’’ 


Within three minutes after the arguments. 
closed the jury had decided in favor of the 
company. In Lyons & O’Malley’s saloon 
Simon and Gallagher met a number of the 
jurymen. Here, it is charged by the wit- 
nesses, the jurors were “ paid off.”’ 

Jones admitted his every move in gather- 
ing insthis jury. His ordinary fee would 
have been about $3.

Sostheim 
told the jury that this money had been given 
him by Attorney Simon. This amount was

Part Played by. Greene: 


“Doc Greene turned the searchlight on 
Gallagher's methods. On Friday, April 11, 
he testified, he ran into Gallagher by chance 
at the saloon in the Chicago Opera-House 
Bullding. 


“ Gallagher asked me what I was doing,’ 


he said in part, ‘“‘and I told him I was a 
deputy weighmaster for the Board of Trade. 
He said he'd like to get me on a jury; that 
the transfer cases were coming up on the 
following Monday and they wanted to‘ fix’ 
the jury. He said it would mean a great deal 
to him—would make him strong with the 
company—if he could win the first three or 
four cases.”’ 

Greene avoided final answer by saying he 
might be called to Aurora, promising to 
meet Gallagher the next day and then carry- 
ing the entire matter to William Kent of the 
Voters’ league. He was told to go ahead 
and; té&ke all'the money he could get and to 
gee Gallagher to the end. He met Gallagher 
Saturday and again on Monday, being in- 


structed to report at the Revere House at: 


0:30 in the morning. ‘He was in the hotel 
when “Brother John” O’Donnell and Gal- 
lagher are said to have visited it to inspect 
their cotlection of jury aspirants. 

“ Gallagher had told me that I would be 
paid,” said Greene. “ He said the amount 
would be satisfactory.”

‘O’Donnell Always Conspicuous. 

Aside from being Public Administrator, 
Patrick H. O’Donnell long has occupied a 
prominent position in the public eye. Within 
the last six months he has been a defending 
attorney in a*number of sensational criminal 
cases, the one attracting the most attention 
being that of Alexander Sullivan, who was 
convicted of conspiracy in connection with a 
jury bribing case. 

In the trial of Sullivan, O'Donnell fought 
for days to convince the jury that his client 
was innocent. It is alleged that steps were 
taken to drive the accusing witnesses from 
the city, but the State finally succeeded in 
rounding them up and producing their testi- 
mony against Sullivan. It was the evidence 
of former Court Bailiff James J, Lynch that 
proved most effective against Sullivan. 

It was shown at the trial that one of the 
witnesses had been threatened unless he de- 
parted and that money had been offered him. 
It also was shown that a system of bribery 
had been operated on juries in street railway 
cases which closely resembles that described 
Ay Constable Jones, and on which O’ Donnell 
and Brady wereindicted. Sullivan was fined 


. $2,000 and later was denied a new trial. 


Also Defended Burnett. 
O'Donnell also defended Dr. Orville Bur- 
mett, who was convicted of murder. Dr. 
Burnett and a South Side woman attempted 
to commit suicide in a Twenty-second street 
hotel. The woman died, but Burnett sur- 
vived and was indicted for murder. At- 
torneys O’Donnell and Brady, in an effort 
to save their client, attempted to blacken 
the woman’s character. The position of the 
defense seemed to incense the jury, and Bur- 
rett was sent to the penitentiary for fifteen 
years." The verdict was a big surprise. 

Mr. O’Donnell also figured in the trial of 
several firebugs, all of whom were convicted. 

As a politican O'Donnell has been even 
better known than as a lawyer. He is a 
good speaker, and has been willing at all 
times to take the stump. He took a con- 
spicuous part in the recent Gubernatorial 
campaign, and during the fight for the 
Mayoralty championed Judge MHanecy 
-Ogainst Mayor Harrison. 

O’Donnell was appointed public adminis- 
trator of Cook County on April 15, 1897, by 
Governor Tanner. He has acted in that 
capacity ever since, as Governor Yates re- 
paid ‘his services during the campaign by 
reappointing him. The position offers large 
fees and also an opportunity to attend to 
private practice. 

O'Donnell was born in Carroll County, Ind., 


the public schools and later taught school 
for several years. At the age of 24 he en- 
tered Georgetown University, where he took 
a seven years’ course, graduating from the 
law school in 1894. He was admitted to the 
Illinois bar the same year, and soon formed 
a partnership with James T. Brady. Mr.

The 
fraud was discovered, despite their care, and 
Mackin and Gallagher found: guilty in the 
United States Court. The long litigation 
that followed carried the matter to the Fed- 
eral Supreme Court.

‘Mackin was sent to the penitentiary for 
five years on a perjury charge. Gallagher 
lay in jail for some time awaiting trial. 
Here he struck up an acquaintance with the 
prisoners indicted for the murder of Express 
Messenger Nichols, who was killed in the 
Morris train robbery on the Rock Island 
road. Gallagher sold to the road the con- 
fidences he secured, to be uséd as evidence.

Attorney Simon’s Career. 

Attorney Cyrus 8. Simon has been con- 
nected for seven years with the old West 
Chicago and the present Union Traction 
companies.

MAY FILE THIS WEEK. 


It Will Be Sent to Washington 
First for Approval by Attor- 
| ney General. 


HARD HUNT FOR EVIDENCE.

the District Attorney and will be used to 
supplement his proof of the existence of a 
meat trust. 

*“*™he department has great confidence in 
the ability of ‘Mr. Bethea, and he has full 
authority to prepare the papers and conduct 
the case in his own way. The Dill will be 
prepared with every care, for it will be at- 
tacked by some of the best corporation law- 
yers in the country. It would not do for the 
action to be checked at the start by some 
technical error in the complaint. 

‘* As to the evidence which we have, I can 
give out no personal opinion. It is sufficient 
to state that the Attorney General has ap- 
proved of the proofs secured by Mr. Bethea 
and myself, and unless he was satisfied that 
they were ample ‘he would not have ordered 
the prosecution started at this time. Wheth- 
er our conception of the situation among the 
packers is right remains to be seen, 

‘Ag soon as the bill is ready for filing 
notice will be sent to the defendants to ap- 


pear in the United States Circuit Court on 


the date set to answer the government's mo- 
tion for a preliminary restraining order. If 
this order is issued the defendants will have 
from thirty to fifty days to file answers. 
This having been done, the case will be ready 
for hearing on its merits. The government 
representatives are confident that this action 
will result in the discovery of a great trust 
and in the checking of further operations of 
the combine in the restraint of trade. It is 
stated authoritatively that Chicago will be 
the center of the government’s campaign 
against the packers, and any bills filed in 
New York or elsewhere will be after the 
hearing in this city.” 


Prouty Thinks Combine Exists. 


In relation to the railroad feature of the 
investigation, the opinion of C. L. Prouty, 
rember of the Interstate Commerce commis- 
sign from Vermont, is valuable. Mr. Prouty 
is firmly convinced of the existence of the 
combine from the statements made before 
the commission during the winter. 

‘“* The packers are paid $3,000,000 a year in 
rebates from the railways,” he said. ‘* This 
goes to five concerns, and would give thema 
dividend of 5 per cent on their total capitali- 
zation. This would be a good profit if they 
did not make anything on their domestic 
trade. The commission of which‘I am a 
member proposes to find out why and how 


| they have been able to secure this great ad- 


vantage over competitors.”’ 

Although action is planned by the Railway 
commission against the packing firms it will 
not begin until after the suits against the 
railroads to prevent the payment of rebates 
are argued. If the injunction suit before 
Judge Kohlsaat drags along until mid-sum- 


‘mer the packers will find themselves engaged 


in two battles at the seme time. The proof 
of rebate giving will be easy to produce, for 
the railroad officials promised on the witness 
stand to furnish complete records to the 
commission. It may be shown in this line 
that concerted action was taken by the meat 
shippers, which would be valuable testimony 
for Mr. Bethea. | 


Pointers from Previous Inquiry. 

The government lawyers are determined 
to take advantage of any mistakes that may 
have been made in the investigation of 1895, 
and every bit of testimony will be carefully 
scanned. Assistant District Attorney Pagin 
he'ped gather evidence in the former investi- 
gation, and his experience will be of great 
value at the presenttime. Therecords of the 
former proceedings, which were beture Judge 
Grosscup, were brought out and dusted in 
the afternoon. The'attorneys at that time 
tried to show that the packers had banded 
together to keep down the price of live cat- 
tle. The line of action followed was to bring 
in witnesses one at a time and summon 
others as test#mony suggested. The case was 
never brought before a grand jury. 


Packers Awaiting Developments. 


The legal representatives of the packers 
now are simply waiting for developments. 
Unlike the government attorneys, they are 
in full possession of inside information, and 
must wait to see the line of attack before 
preparing their defense. 

‘‘The reports of a general conference be- 
tween the attorneys of the different packing 
firms are all wrong,’ said James F. 
Meagher of Sears, Meagher & Whitney, 
counsel for the G. H. Hammond Packing 
company. ‘‘It is absurd to think fora 
moment that we would go into conference, 
or even give any extended consideration to 
the case before we know what it is based on. 
We do not even know what packing firms 
will be made defendants in the action. Our 
policy will be determined in the future, when 
we learn what charges we will be compelled 
to meet.” | 

It is known by counsel for the packers 
that the formal bill for injunction will be 
verified and accompanied by affidavits suf- 
ficient, in the opinion of the federal prose- 
cutors, to make out a prima facie case under 
the Sherman anti-trust law, but beyond 
that information the attorneys for the pack- 
ing firms are in the dark. 


Evidence Given by a Newspaper. 


It was learned during the day that prac- 
tically all the evidence on which the first 
move of the prosecution will be made is 
based on the alleged facts and documents 
secured by Counsel Day while in New York. 
They were gathered by a New York news- 
paper, which volunteered to turn them over 
to the government officials for use in legal 
proceedings against the packers. Asa result 
of the offer Mr. Day was directed to proceed 
to New York, where he spent some time in 
investigating the evidence. 

Little tangible evidence of a trust has been 
secured in Chicago. A “‘ drag-net ” has been 
thrown out by Mr. Bethea and his force of 
assistants, and for the last week a proces- 
sion of commission men from the Stock- 
Yards and discharged employés of the vari- 
ous large packing firms have been visiting 
the District Attorney's office. One at a time 
they have been put through a “ sweating 
process *’ which would do credit to the Chi- 
cago Police department. Particular atten- 
tion has been given to the former eniployés 
of the packers. , 

At least four men who until recently occu- 
pied responsible positions with the packing 
firms have been closeted with Mr. Bethea 
and his assistants. Little evidence of value 
has been secured, however. Without excep- 
tion, as far as is known, each man questioned 
has denied the existence of a combination 
except that to watch credits. 


May Subpoena the Packers. 

_ If the prosecuting officials do not meet with 
any /better success in eliciting information 
from the other witnesses who appear volun- 
tarily only one course will be left open—the 
calling into court the heads of departments 
and managers of the firms charged with vio- 
lations of law. 

While it is presumed that many of the 
superintendents and managers of the pack- 
ing-houses would appear in court in their 
own defense, it is regarded as improbabie 
that they would bring all the books and cor- 
respondence for a full investigation by the 
government. 

Should Attorneys Bethea and Day decide 
to summon the managers and -partners 
thought to be familiar with the fixing of 


beef prices, it is thought that the following, 
among others, would be included in the list:

May Try to Disavow Illegal Acts. 

An interested party to the investigation 
in speaking of the case expressed the opin- 
ion that if the federal officiale succeeded 
in finding the least bit of evidence tending 
to prove the existence of a beef trust it 
would be in the unauthorized act of some 
one of the overzealous agents of the pack- 
‘ers to have things running smoothly in his 
own field or department. Or, in other words; 
should an illegal act be traced to some em- 
ployé of a packing firm, the firm immediate- 
ly would disavow all responsibility for the 
act. It was pointed out, however, that such 
a disavowal would in no wise éxcuse the 
packing firm from the consequences of the 


act of its agent. 
Retail Butchers Want Light. 


In connection with the question of a com- 


bine, retail butchers are anxious to learn 
how it Is possible for thegreat packing firms 
to send out substantially the same schedule 
of prices at the same time without @ pre- 
vious conference. All during the recent ad- 
vances in the prices of beef, mutton, pork, 
and other meats, retailers both in Chicago 


and neighboring cities have received the new 


schedules in the same mails. When com- 
pared they were found to be substantially 
the same throughout. Retallers regard the 
similarity something more than a coinci- 
dence. 

Jonas A. Johnson, former President of the 
Butchers and Grocers’ union is convinced 
that there is a thorough understanding be- 
tween all the Chicago packers on prices. 
He claims to have been visited by the repre- 
sentatives of three different packing-houses 
‘on three successive days, and each quoted 
the same prices on the same class of meats 
each day, although on none of the three days 
were the prices of the same grades the 
same. | 

“To my mind, the packers have a com- 
bine so compact that it can act instantly,”’ 
said Mr. Johnson. “I have no doubt that 
it exists in Chicago, and if it exists here 
what reason is there for the packers not 
extending their agreement to neighboring 
cities and States. If theircombination works 
so well here, it would be a big temptation 
to enlarge it.”’ 


Small Dealers Afraid to Testify. 


In all the attempts to secure information 
in regard to the methods of the packers in 
the smaller towns the fear of the retailers 
of incurring the enmity of those furnishing 
them with their goods must be taken into 
consideration. While refusing to permit the 
use of their names, many retailers tell of how 
they have been practically coerced into buy- 
ing from certain firms and handling the goods 
in a certain manner under a penalty of being 
shut off the selling list of all the large firms. 

To refuse to obey the dictates of the pack- 
ers, they claim, means ruin for them. They 
cite the history of fights with the packers 
and fail to find a single instance in which the 
packers came off second best in the contest.

These by-prodicts all contain a high per 
cent of protein, a constituent necessary for 
growth and the production of lean meat.

SEVEN SLEEP FOUR DAYS 


MAN AND WIFE AND FIVE CHIL- 
DREN VICTIMS OF HYPNOTIST. 


Rudolph Bartag and His Entire Fam- 
ily Put Under Hypnotic Influence 
Last Tuesday at Ticona, Ill., by Leo 


Night to Arouse Them—Villagers 
Threaten Violence, but Desist—Two 
of the Children Awakened, 


La Salle, Ill., April 26.—[Special.]—Ru- 
dolph Bartag, his wife, and their five chid- 
dren were found in a comatose condition in 
their home at Ticona, a village near here. 

Leo Lenzer, an amateur hypnotist, later 
confessed that he had put the entire fam- 
ily to sleep four days ago, and that he had 
been trying to awaken them ever since. 
This evening he succeeded in arousing two 


asleep. 

A physician was summoned, and, after a 
careful examination, declared that the vic- 
tims of Lenzer’s hypnotic skill are in a 
normal state as far as heart action is con- 
cerned. They are simply asleep. 


Rouses Two of the Victims. 

The villagers at first threatened Lenzer 
with violence, but contented themselves 
with mounting guard over him and his vic- 
tims and compelling him to continue his ef- 
forts to rouse the Bartag family. He finally 
succeeded in awakening two of the children 
and then collapsed himself under the nervous 
strain. He partly recovered later and says 
that he has been under so great a nervous 
strain for the last four days that he lost 
control of his will power. He is confident 
that he soon will recover his normal tem- 
perament, 


Found by Anxious Citizens. 


The Bartag family had not been seen by any 
of the villagers since last Tuesday. Their 
supposed. disappearance at length led a self- 
appointed committee of citizens to visit their 
house this afternoon. An ‘entrance was 
forced, and Bartag and his entire family 
found. The alarm was quickly spread and a 
crowd gathered around the house. At first 
it was believed that all were dead. Then 
the deep, regular breathing of the apparently 
dead victims was noted, and a physician in- 
creased the-mystery by declaring that Bar- 
tag and his family were simply asleep, but. 
otherwise uninjured. 

Every known device for awakening the 
slumbering family was resorted to, but with- 
out effect. Bartag, his wife, and the children 
slumbered on. 


Lenzer Makes His Confession. 


Then Lenzer made his confession. He said 
he had visited the Bartag home last Tues- 
day afternoon and hypnotized the entire 
family. He admitted that he was “ practic- 
ing,’’ but insisted that he had the consent of 
Bartag and his wife. 

When Lenzer discovered that he could not 
awaken the sleepers he became frightened. 
He remained at the Bartag home practically 
day and night, never relaxing his efforts. 
He declares he has hardly ate or slept since 
Tuesday night, and his appearance bears 
out his words. 

Hypnotist Closely Guarded. | 

_ Tonight Lenzer is closely guarded at the 
Bartag home by a committee of citizens, and 
he hopes to awaken his victims soon. The 
two children already aroused seem to have 
‘experienced no ill-effects from their pro- 
tracted nap, and this fact has had a tendency 
to reassure the people of the village.

Professor Chamberlain made a speech in 
which he referred not only to Governor Yates 
and Secretary Rose as being responsible for 
the condition of affairs, but to Alfred T. 
Bayliss, State Superintendent of Public Ih- 


struction. . Professor Chamberlain said the 


Board of Directors of the department of nat- 

ural history, cogsisting of these: three men, 

used the office of curator as political reward. 
Curator Called Incompetent. 

The present Curator is B. A. Kranz, and 
Professor Chamberlain says he is known to 
be incompetent not only by scientists and 
educators, but has admitted that he knows 
nothing about the department of which he 
has charge. Under his supervision, Profes- 
sor Chamberlain says, the State museum is 
deteriorating and the entire rtment com- 
ing into discredit. es 
“The state of affairs prevailing is simply 
ridiculous,” said Professor Chamberlain. 
“In answer to all questions thaf are sent to 
this department there is but: one reply: 
‘There is no money to pay postage on such 
information. I have correspondence with 
Superintendent Bayliss in which he admits 
that Kranz has no qualifications for his po- 
sition, and I have told Mr. Bayliss that I 
might publish this correspondence. 


Department of Little Value. 

“Mr. Kranz was appointed by Governor 
Yates. He was connected with one of the 
transportation companies in Chicago, want- 
ed a job, and was given this one. The de- 
partment was founded for the purpose of 
adding to the scientific knowledge and data 
concerning the State? I know of many peo- 
ple who would like to use the department, 
but nothing is to be found out there. 

“The correspondence between Mr. Bayliss 
end myself has been sharp at times and 
relations are strained. ‘I therefore consider 
it would be unwise for me to accept the 
chairmanship of a commission which is 
framing a bill that it hopes to have passed 
by the next Legislature.” 

Bayliss Takes Political Side. 

Professor Chamberlain said in an inter- 
view after the meeting that the educational 
system in the State had been made subservi- 
ent to politics, much as the charitable insti- 
tutions have been.

This question was decided for all time, and | 
since the conflict the united nation has 
forged its way to the forefront in the world’s 


commerce. 


. Causes of the Spanish War. 


Touching on the Spanish war and its 
causes, Secretary Shaw said: . 

‘“‘Just across the border Spain for a hundred 
years .had heaped cruelties upon a weak and 
defenseless people. Without pleading a per- _.

voluntarily intervened in behalf of the op- 
pressed.

The corpuscles of American blood were al- 
ways red, and the Anglo-Saxons and their . 
Teutonic kinfolk were always humane. Our 


‘altruism bad been appealed to again and 


again, but it had been appealed to in vain. - 
‘* Disguise it as we will; deny it as we may, 
the element of self-interest was a factor in 
the equasion in 1898. We wére masters of: 
our own markets and were reaching out for 
new qnes. Yes, commercialism, if you please, 
had touched us; and so it was that our self- 
interest, as well as our unselfishness, were 
appealed to. Then we gave notice to the 
world that we proposed-to police the street. . 
on which we lived, and we challenged him 
who doubted our right to step into the open. - 


Prophecy of Future Greatness. 


“Tf the door set ajar in the spring of 1804 
by the unanimous voée of both Houses of 
Congress ever swings wider on its hinges, 
the United States will police not only the 
street on which it lives, but the entire West- 
ern hemisphere and with it all dountries and 
all islands washed by the Pacific.”

SEES END OF POLICE PENSIONS, 


City Clerk Loeffler Predicts Disappear- 
ance of Fund Within Five Years 
and Criticises System. 


Within five years, according to City Clerk 
Loeffler, the police pension fund, on which 
Chicago’s police force relies to support its 
old members after their days of usefulness: 
are over, will be a thing of the past. Mr. 
Loeffler, with Controller McGann, Chief of 
Police O'Neill, City Attorney Owens, and 
City Treasurer Gunther, forms the Pension 
board. | 
Two causes are assigned by the City Clerk 
for the probable complete destruction of the 
fund: The act of the last Legislature, mak- 
ing pensions perpetual and extending them 
to widows of deceased pensioners, and the 
presence on the pension rolis of men who 
should not be there. — 
Among these Mr. Loeffler names ex-Cap- — 
tain Daniel Duffy and ex-Chief of Detectives 
Luke P. Coljleran. ‘He said: | 
“Neither of these men should be recelv- 
ing a pension. Placing ‘ dead ones’ on the 
roll is working a great injustice to active 
officers, who are wearing themselves out on 
the force and giving up a percentage of their 
salaries to the fund. I know many police 
officers who are entitled to retire andahould 
retire, but are afraid to do so for fear the 
fund will disappear within a few years, If 
it keeps on as it is now going the fund will 
be ended within five years. It receives 1 per 
cent of police salaries, 2 per cent of saloon 
licenses, and 75 per cent of the dog licenses, 
The drains on it are becoming heavier every 
year, and it is only a question of time, since. 
the enactment of the new law perpetuating. 
pensions, when there will be nothing for the 


retired men of the force.”

RESULT VICE AND DISORDER. 


Small dance halls.in the rear of barrooms, 
saloons with pool tables a few feet from 
casks of liquor, lodgerooms where boys and 
girls, forming “ pleasure clubs,”’ can gather 
to drink, have had their day in the Sixteenth 
Ward. This afternoon the Vigilance com- 

mittee of the district; meeting at 141 West 
Division street, will adopt plans for their im- 
mediate abolishment. 

Conditions in ‘the ward are unique. The 
‘dissolute and respectable mingle in confusion 
in what the leaders of@weform say are breed- 
ing places of vice. The vaudeville stages 
and attractive fixtures seen in down-towh 
resorts are lacking in this Polish district. 
In their place is squalor. The halls are small 
dnd are but the auxiliaries of the saloons. 
So close are these halls to each other that the 
district about Division and Noble streets is 
under their domination. 


, Young People Form Clubs. 

Within the last six months various citi- 
gens have been investigating conditions. 
The young Poles, for that nationality has 
peopled the Sixteenth Ward, have formed 
themselves into clubs the sole object of 
which is to give dances. These dances are 
in the various halls that are objected to by 
the; Vigilance committee. 

The dances are all about the same. The 
crowds gather early in the evening in the 
small, overheated, close halls, drink and 
dance until long past midnight. Oftentimes 
raffles and games of chance are going on in 
the barrooms next tothe halls. Liquor flows 
freely, and. before midnight drunkenness 
rules. Then quarrels, fights, and even stab- 
bing affairs occur, and the better element 
_ (claims that not a Saturday night goes by 
without some one being hurt. 

In the dance halls the rough elemént gath- 
ers side by side with the respectable. It 
was'in such a hall that the murder of Peter 
Bafinski was planned. 

The center of this unique district is Noble 
@treet, between Bradley street and Mil- 
waukee avenue. From it two branches seem 
to run out, one in Bradley street and the 
other in Division. Some of the resorts are 
merely saloons, two of them are fruit stores 
kept by Italians, and several are large flat 
buildings. In the reform campaign all the 
resorts will be watched by men unknown to 
the proprietors, and all made to regard the 
law, even though the police refuse to aid in 
the work. 


Polish Business District Worst. 


In Noble street, between Division street 
and Milwaukee avenue, the conditions are 
the worst. It is the business street of the 
Polish element.’ On this thoroughfare are

John H. Hamline insisted that a new city 
charter or an amendment to the constitution 
of the State is not the remedy for all things 
evil in.the government of Chicago. 

“I don't say that changes in the city char- 
ter are not necessary occasionally, especial- 
ly if you want to go into the gas or street 
car business,’’ he said, ‘“‘ but the real remedy 
is the selection of good men for the offices, 
and that is just what the league is after. 
The booddlers can be: eliminated from the 
Legisiature just as they have been cleaned 
out from the City Council. 3 

“1 believe Chicago people are honest and 
will forget party lines when told that a 
candidate is unfit for the place. The remedy 
is to build up an organization that will label 
the candidates for you, for business-men 
have too much to do to attend ward clubs 
ahd primaries. I will venture to say the 
President of this club has not been to a 
primary for twenty years. Your only safety 
lies in Knowing the good and bad men on 
the ticket. 

“ This report of the league has had its ef- 
fect already. I have had visits from men 
who were not indorsed by it, showing that 
their constituents had been reading it.’’

A. C. Bartlett said that Cook County could 
mot get good results from the Legislature 
When the delegation sent down to Spring- 
eld did not have the respect of the country 
members.

Illinois Town Observes Anni- 
versary of the Silent Sol- — 
dier’s Birthday. 


W. J. CALHOUN IS ORATOR 


Eloquent Tribute to the Genius 
of the Man Who Crushed . 
the Rebellion. : 


FROM OBSCURITY TO FAME. 


Galena, Ill, April 26,—[Special.]—The 
eightieth anniversary of the birthday of Gen- 
eral U. 8. Grant was celebrated in this city 
today under the auspices of the Grant Birth- 
day association of Galena. This marked the 
tenth observance of the day. The orator of 
the day at the first celebration, in 1808, was 
William McKinley, followed in succeeding 
years by Luther Laflin Mills of Chicago, 
Theodore Roosevelt, Charles Emory Smith, 

The speaker today was William J. Cal- 


houn, who arrived from Chicago shortly aft- | 


er noon, accompanied by many distinguished 
visitors. The commemorative exercises were 
held in Turner Hall and Mr. Calhoun's ad- 
dress was warmly received. He spoke in 
part as follows:. 
“‘Many of us lived In the same period in 
which General Grant slowly emerged from 
obscurity to world-wide fame. We saw 
him advance to the command of the greatest 
army that ever trod the ea We saw 
him lead it through a whirlwind of fire toa 
triumphant victory. Tried by that terrible 
test which strains to the utmost limit the 
strength of body, brain, and soul, he came 
out of the war the most illustrious soldier 
of the age in which he lived. ; 


Grant’s Departure for War. 

“There seéms to be a close mingling of 
pathos and tragedy in the story I have read 
of Grant’s departure from Galena with that 
company. I can imagine the whole scene be- 
fore me. The sidewalks of the streets are 
crowded with people. Men are cheering and 
women are singing patriotic songs and 
weeping even as they sing, while chi‘dren 
cling to the skirts of their mothers and look 
out upon the scene with startled wonder. 

“ Down the streets, with Captain Chetlain 
at their head, comes the little company of 
brave young men, keeping step to the wild 
music of the rattling drums. Their heads are 
high, their eyes are bright, the flush of youth 
is on their cheeks, and the new-born spirit of 
the soldier is swelling in their breasts. 

» “In the rear marches a quiet civilian, with 


what is described as a‘ limp carpet bag’ In 


his hands. It was Grant going to war. 


Was No Call for Grant. 
“There was a loud and anxious call for 


men, for men to command, as well as to 


serve, but there was no callforGrant. Here 
was the man, in whose sou] slumbered the 
courage of a Cesar and the genius of a Na- 
poleon, seeking a modest eommand, but for 
the lack of prestige and influence he could 
not secure it. His old army associates had 
forgotten him, or somehow had logt sight of 
him. 

‘* Again, I say how strange are the ways 
of life. There sat this man in the back 
room of the Governor's office, serving as a 


clerk, makjng out muster rolls. He made 


no complaint. He was at work, though hot 
the kind he wanted, yet it was work, and he 
wanted that above all things. 

“It is hard to realize that in less than 
three years from that time this sad and 
neglected man was called to Washington, 
and in the presence of Cabinet Ministers and 
high officers of State he was to receive from 
the hands of the President a commission giv- 
ing him the highest rank ever held by an 
American officer, except Washington. He 
was to be given the command of nearly a 


million soldiers. He was to fight battles. 


go fierce, so destructive of human life, and 
so momentous in their results as to startle 
the world. To him was the sword of re- 
bellion to be surrendered, and at his feet 
was its proud banner to fall. He was subse- 
quently to be elected to the highest office 
within the gift of the people. Later on he 
was to journey in foreign lands; and the 
glory of his fame was to precede him and 
light up his way. Nations were to do him 
homage; Kings and Queens were to come 
down from their thrones to greet him, and 
he was to return to his own land amid the 
booming of cannon, the ringing of bells, and 
the cheers of admiring multitudes. Surely 
the elements of greatnes® must have been 
so mixed up in him that he was worthy to be 


called great.”’

_tigating the disappearance of 


STRIKERS WIN IN "FRISCO 


STREET RAILWAY CONCEDES DE- 
MIANDS OF ITS EMPLOYES. 


Company Grants Advance in Wages, a 


Ten-Hour Day, Recognizes the Car- 


‘men’s Union, and Agrees to Discuss 


All Fature Grievances with Its Own 


Employes—Every Man Conceded the 


Right to Belong to a Labor Organi- 
zation—Traffic Resumed Today. 


San Francisco, Cal., April 26.—The strike 
on the street railway system of the United 
railroads was officially declared off tonight. 
Victory rests with the employés, who are 


conceded all their principal demands. The 


{'nited railroads have granted an advance 
in wages, a ten-hour day, and, in a measure, 
recognized the car men’s union. 

On the question of unionism the agree- 
ment provides that the company will main- 
tain such regulations as will enable full at- 
tention to be given to all complaints made 
directly by its employés, will cause prompt 
investigation to be made o§ such complaints, 
and when it discovers the same to be well 
founded will rectify any wrongs found to 
exist. 

Will Deal with Own Employes. 

It will not, however, deal in matters in- 

volving the management of its own affairs 


with other than its own employés or commit- 


tees thereof. 

The company recognizes the right of every 
pérson to belong or to refuse to belong toa 
labor union, and it will discharge no employé 
because of his connection with such a union, 

The company agrees to pay a flat rate of 25 
cents an hour, or 23% cents an hour together 
with a bonus for long service, as the em- 
ployés may elect. A rate of 30 cents per 
hour will be paid for overtime. All runs are 
to be finished within fourteen hours from the 
time of commencement. The employés are 


“to be allowed full liberty when off duty.

The victory which was heralded as £0 
sweeping and complete as to practically 
wreck the American league does not, how- 
ever, appear to have been so serious a blow 
to the young organization as it was made out 
to be. It took the wind out of the American 
league magnates for a minute, just as an un- 
expected jar causes any one to hold his 
breath till he finds out where he its situated. 
But they flew to the defenses at once with 
plenty of legal weapons in their hands and 
s00n convinced the public they could hold on 
for a little while at least. The results| up to 
the present time have been in favor of the 
old league only to the extent of securing a 
temporary injunction against a single play- 
er—Lajoie. This could not of necessity have 
prevented his playing in the gaxmes at Ba'ti- 
more if the owners of the Athletics had 
chosen to keep him in the game, because it 
was impossible to obtain service of the in- 
junction outside the State of Pennsylvania. 
That could have been prevented indefinitely 
by Keeping the player out of Pennsylvania.. 
But the magnates evidently preferred not to 
prejudice their case in the eyes of the courts 
and submitted to the decree before the pa- 
pers were served. This argues confidence in 
their ability to dissolve the temporary in- 
juction at the hearing tomorrow, or to make 
some move which will counteract it. — 


For the benefit of any one who cares for 
the exact situation in that case, it can be 
reviewed briefly. When tried in the lower 
court at Philade'phia the American league 
lawyers presented only a part of their case. 
to demonstrate the inequity of the National 
league’s contract. That court ruled that a 
contract which bound the player for three 
years and the club owner for only ten days 
had no equity in it and gave the club owner 
no redress at law. . The arguments presented 
by Colonel Rogers in his appeal to the Su- 
preme Court pointed out that the player was 
compensated for the inequity of the con- 
tract by the receipt of a sa‘ary much higher 
that he could be paid if the contract bound 
the club owner for a period of years. A play- 
er could not be signed for three years at 
$2,500 a year, for instance, unless the club 
had some redress against the chance of per- 
manent injury or unwillingness of the player 
to do his best in the interests of the team. 
This view prevailed with the Supreme Court, 
and its decision upheld the equity of the 
contract and its option clause, by which a 
magnate can hold a player at a stated sal- 
ary for three seasons if he complied with 
certain requirements. - 

The points which the American league 
lawyers did not present for consideration and 
which they have still up their sleeves have 
to do with the relationship between the play- 
er’s. contract and the reserve power which 
existed under the old National agreement. 
By this combination a club owner was able 
to hold a player at a stated salary, nbt for 
three years only, but for life. _Undér the 
constitution and bylaws of the National 
league before Lajoie jumped to the Ameri- 


ployer as soon as he signed a contract. No 
other club in any league, major or minor, 
was alowed to even make him an offer, and 
he must play for the club which owned him 
at any figure offered him or else quit the 


new contract each year with the option 
clause binding him for two succeeding years. 
This was nothing short of perpetuity. 

It is now proposed to present these facts 
at the hearing in Philadelphia tomorrow in 
the belief that the ruling which considered a 
st pe binding upon one party for three 
years and upon the other for ten days as 
equitabie will not so consider a contract 
which binds one party for life and the other 
for less than a fortnight. 

Failing in this it will still be possible to 
retain the services of Lajole if the league 
He can be exchanged with a player 
in some other club and played outside of the 
State of Pennsylvania without suffering any 
penalty for contempt of court. But he will 
always have to keep out of the Keystone 
State. The cases of Bernhard and Fraser 
can be appealed to the Supreme Court, and

Whole Nation Is Watching 


His Trial and Escape Is _. 
Predicted.” 


COURT BOWS TO WHIMS, 


Man Accused of Many Murders 
and Other Crimes Has Sym- 
pathy of the People. 


WOMEN PRAYFORACQUITTAL

ROME, April 26.—Musolino, the Italian 
brigand, the story of whose long defiance of 
the entire forces of the government and the 
police authorities has been told again and 
again, is still riveting the attention of all 
his countrymen. His trial, which began at 
Lucca last week, is assuming a character 
which at one time is sensational and at oth- 
ers ridiculous. It is always theatrical. 

Every néwspaper in Italy prints long re- 
ports of the trial, and the papers have enor- 
mous sales. The excitement extends from 
the royal court to the lowest cottage. 

There is an almost universal belief that 
Musolino will not have to wait to be con- 
cemned, but will escape through the conniv- 
ance of sympathizers. The fact that it is 
known that he — thirteen attempts to 
commit murder, most of which weer success- 
ful, does not excite any horror among the 
people. He declares in impassioned rhetoric 
that he has exercised the sacred right of 
avenging himsel]f on his enemies. The pyb- 
lic shows a sentimental sympathy with this 
view and rather pities the possible fate of the 
jury which will have to condemn him. 


Noted Men Visit the Brigand. 
-Musolino’s vanity, which is his chief char- 
acteristic, has been fully satisfied by all the 
happenings at Lucca. Distinguished men 
in large numbers have gone there to Visit 
and ‘study him. The poet-dramatist, d’An- 


_nunzio, the poet Pascoli, and the famous 


psychologist, Lombroso, all seem to have 
been fascinated by this picturesque ruffian. 
D’Annunzio is writing a novel and prepar- 
ing a play of which Musolino is to be the 
hero; and Pascoli is publishing verses by the 
ream singing his praises and has written an 
open letter in which he declares that the 
brigand is the victim of justice and fate and 
pays homage to his “ sovereign intelligence.’’ 
Lombroso was consulted in regard to the 


mental corndition of the brigand and declared 


that he was perfectly sane. He added: 

_! He is a most exceptional man. If proper- 
ly brought up he would, I am certain, be- 
come a yglory to Italy. His intelligence, 
perspicadity, and eloquence are indeed ex 
‘in the -highest 
degree all the qualities of &@ great orator and 
a great man, and yet he is‘merely a brigand. 
It is a truly fascinating case.’’ 


Court Yields to His Wishes. 

In the trial in the court at ‘Lucca, Muso- 
lino bears himself as the master of the occa- 
sion. The Judge, the jury, the carbineers, 
the lawyers, and newspaper men bow down 
to him and accept.his caprices with the 
greatest readiness. At first he refused to 
speak, but now he constantly interrupts, and 
is immediately listened to in death-like si- 
lence and sometimes by hysterical weeping. 

When he was brought in at first Musolino 
refused to be tried or to speak because he 
was. dressed as a convict. Hesaid: 

Fo refuse to be tried unless I am dressed 
as a gentieman.’’- 

After mych coaxing he was induced to ap- 
pear, but he still refused to speak or answer 
questions while dressed as @ convict. The 
Judge used persuasive arguments to con- 
vince the brigand that the matter of clothes 
would have no effect on the jury. 3 

‘That is all very well,’’ replied Musolino,

him. .This was granted, but the Judge in- 
advertently made an observation, and Muso- 
lino sternly and sharply said to him, ‘ Don’t 
interrupt,’’ and proceeded to give a striking 
history of his lawless life, which was full of 
a rough sort of poetry that appealed strong- 
ly to the jury and the people, who applauded 
and wept. ie 

Musolino declared that with the exception 
of traitors he never killed any one unless 
attacked. The only carbineer he ever at- 
tacked was one who fired twice at him. His 
explanation of his treatment of a man 
mamed Crea was a typical one. He said 


. Crea told the news of’his whereabouts to the 


police, and had even determined to shoot 
him, Musolino continued: 

**He leveled a gun at me. I frightened 
him, seized and took away the gun, took the 
cartridges out, reloaded the gun with shot, 
@nd told him to walk away. When he had 


“gone a little distance I shot him in the legs 


‘to give him a lesson. I cid not like to kill 
him because he was the father of a family.”’ 


Has Sympathy of the People. 

Such touches as this last arouse sympathy 
among the people in the courtroom, and 
sometimes enthusiasm. But now and again 
the brute in Musolino overcomes the hero. 

There have been undignified scuffles with 
gendarmes, in which Musolino has often 
had temporarily the upper hand, for he is 
immensely strong. On Tuesday last eight 
stalwart gendarmes with difficulty held him 
down, when, in a moment of fury, he had 
attempted to strangle a female witness who 
had addressed him with disrespectful words. 

It- is a curious fact that, although there 
are a dozen families in which some of the 
members have been killed or wounded by 
Musolino, his father, a carbineer, is the 
only one who has come forward on the pros- 
ecutions’s side. The others, who are Calabri- 
ans, regard the case as a family vendetta 
and a private affair, and refuse to soil their 
honor by going to law. But if the brigand 
escapes they will try to shoot or stab him 
unless he shoots or stabs first. 

Musolino has declared to newspaper men 
that he is confident of achieving his liberty, 
and when he has done so he will realize the 
ambition of his life by making a visit to 


America.

BRITISH FEARS FOR NAVY 


OUTCRY OVER OCEAN MERGER 
DUE TO SENTIMENTAL PANIC. 


England Now Passing Through One of 
Those Transitory Emotional Phases 
Known as a Naval Scare—Majority 
of the People on the Island Afflicted 
with Morgan on the Brain—Parlia- 
ment to Be Deluged with Questions 

When It Meets Monday Afternoon.

LONDON, April 26.—It is fast getting to 
be the case of ‘‘ Morgan on the brain ’”’ in 
financial and commercial! circles in England. 
The newspapers throughout the country are 
finding his hand in every trumpery little 
deal effected and scores of combinations 
which exist only in imagination. 

It is no exaggeration to say that the aver- 
age Englishman regards the North Atiantic 
shipping merger as a national calamity of 
the first magnitude. He takes the most 
pessimistic view of the situation and sees 
the loss of supremacy of the British marin 
clearly foreshadowed. 


| Is a Periodic Naval Scare. 

jhe easiest explanation, perhaps, is that 
this country is periodically subject to a pe- 
culiar malady, a sort of metaphorical sea- 
sickness. These attacks are known as 
naval scares. They are sometimes spon- 
taneous in their origin, but are occasionally 
induced artificially when the government 
seeks justification for bleeding the body pol- 
itic more severely than usual, as for instance 
in the forthcoming budget. 


At such times John Bull fidgets himself | 


into alarm verging upon despair over the 
supposed defects in his chief reliance for de- 


_fense and the dangers to his proudest pos- 


sessions—his mercantile marine. He is 
grieved and incensed over the present situa- 
tion because he conceives that the attack 
has come from those whom he has counted 
as his friends. 

Engiand Is Simply Silly. 

In a few days he will.probably begin to 
realize that there is something absurd and 
ludricous in his present attitude. It is 
simply silly in a country so intensely com- 
mercial as England to raise a popular clamor 
that the government should interfere be- 
tween: the purchaser anxious to buy and the 
seller willing to sell. Yet such is the object 
of the agitation now proceeding all over this 
country. 

Twelve years ago British capita! bought up 
American industries in a far greater aggre- 
gate than the present proposed purchase of 
British ships, but there was no word of pro- 
test. Moreover. opposition on the ground of 
public policy would have been ridiculed most 
loudly in England. 

‘* Yes,”’ the illogical Englishman retorts. 
“Tt was not ships then. You can buy anything 
we've got but ships. We must Keep the car- 
rying trade,or our supremacy on the seas is 
useless and the foundation of our national 
prosperity is gone.”’ 

Such is the burden of public and private 
comment throughout the country. There 
are few who dare to point out that Great 
Britain has no special claim on the carrying 
trade or any other business open to the 
world’s. competition, and cannot hope to 
maintain her position unless she can prove 
as strong and as clever as all her competi- 
tors. It is this simple but bitter truth that 
Mr. Morgan has suddenly forced upon the 
British people; and ft is not surprising per- 
haps if at first it is received with unreason- 
able resentment. * 


British Fears Groundless. 
As for the immediate fears of the British- 


‘ers, the organizers of the shipping merger 


on both sides of the Atlantic assure the pub- 
lic here that their misgivings are baseless. 
They say that there is no intention to haul 
down the British flag on any ships on 


which it now flies and that its effect on the | 


auxiliary naval resources of the British ad- 
miralty will be nil. 

This has slightly reassured the English 
public, but the fact remains that popular ap- 
prehension is greater over the shipping sit- 
vation than any subject, save one or two 
war scarces in recent years. Much public 
comment has been cabled from day to day. 
It has ranged from the Times’ almost un- 
qualified approval of the present position, in 
which that paper stands almost alone, to 
the vicious description in this week’s Satur- 
day Review of “the shipping gang and 
Yankee grab.”’

Ship Trust Still Chief Topic. 

The fear that the new Atlantic shipping 
trust will endanger the supremacy of Great 
Britain has been freely expressed here this 
week, though not among practical business- 
men in the city. who generally havé been 
inclined to view the news of the combiriatién 
dispassionately as inevitable, because the 
increased competition in ocean traffie and 
the necessity of organization under American 
laws is recognized, because of the present 
state of English laws governing commerce. 


Indeed the parliamentary movement fn fa- | 


vor of establishing a new bureau of com-- 
merce, whose head shall be a Cabinet Mintis- 
ter, which took shape this week, seems most 
timely to many thoughtful Englishmen. Tha 
belief prevails in and out of Parliament that 
if the Atlantic trust continues on the line on 
which it seems to have been organized; the 
British flag is not likely to be long fetained 
by these ships. Few are willing to believe

Thus.far there is little prospect of any- 
Being done by Parliament beyond the 
possiblé appointment of a royal commission 
to inquire into the workings of trusts and 
perhaps the passage of a resolution asking 
the. gdVernment to instruct its Ambassador 
at Washington to look into the matter. 


Declares the Merger Legal. 

The’ Law Journal! defines in these words the 
legal aspect of the subject: ’

ment-under which ships flying the British 
eg Might be placed undef the control of 
foreign capitalists.. It is true that section 1 
of the-merchant shipping act declares that 
a British ship must be owned wholly by 
British subjects or’ by corporations estab- 
lishe@ ander British law’ and. having their 
place of business within British dominions. 
The company acts, however, have made it 
casp t6 evade the spirit of thts prohibition. 
It was. decided in the case of Regina vs. Ar- 
nad thet a ship owned by a company incor- 
poratém in England could be registered as a 
british_ship, although some of the share- 
holdersin the company were foreigners. The 
members of the cOmpany, said the court, 
were in no legal sense owners of the ship.

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French People Hold Balance 
of Power aud May Carry 
Election. 


‘LIVELY CAMPAIGN IS ON. 
Problem of Cfficial Tongue in 
‘the Province Courts Reaches 

Parliament. 


EACH SIDE IS CONFIDENT. 


< 


Ottawa, Abril 24. Correspond- 
ence.]—Both political parties are hard at it 
preparing for the electoral struggle in On- 
tario. Each side pretends to be confident of 
victory at the polls on May 29. 

The Ministerialists, under Premier G. W. 
Ross, claim the record of the Liberal admin- 
istration entitles the government to a re- 
newed lease of power. The opposition 
charges the Liberals with electoral corrup- 
the waste of public money, broken 
promises of reform and mismanagement of 
the public lands. They pledge themseives, if 
given a term in office, to decrease the public 
expenditures, increase the revenue by eco- 
nomical administration, and remedy griev- 
ances. 

A notable feature of the campaign is the re- 
newed apparition of tHe French language 
question. tos French Canadians in Ontario 
are at this moment being organized on a na- 
tional basis similar to that in the Province of 
Quebec, where the nationalist*® movement 
started by Mercier is now supreme. 


French Element Is Gaining. | 

The French-spéaking element in Ontario, 
even without organization, has held the bal- 
ance of power in many important consti- 
tuencies,- and practically dictated its own 
terms to the politicians. This time, with na- 
tional organization in progress,’ its leaders 
will possess far greater influence. The 
French-Canadian convention held here this 
week comprised the most active and ambi- 
tious political wurkers in this part of Canada. 

The influence of the Nationalists is 
strengthened by the language issue. In the 
early part of the present session of Parlia- | 
ment, the Prime Minister was attacked by 
leading French-Canadian dailies for speak- 
ing in English in the House of Commons in 
replying to French-Canadian members. The 
offense was several times repeated, and the 
attacks were renewed, and a good deal of 
temper was stirred up-in the Province of 
Quebec. 

Language Issue in Parliament. 

There was an incident at the capital which 
carried the language question into Parliat 
ment itself, and made it an electoral! issue. 
A Mrs. Roy lodged a police court informa- | 
tion against a neighbor. She spoke Eng- 
lish easily and clearly. When the case 
came into court she claimed the right to | 
answer the magistrate’s questions in French. | 
The latter told Mrs. Roy she understood 
and spoke English well, and if she per- 
sisted in making difficulties he should have 
to dismiss her complaint. Instead of sub- 
mitting she volubly and impudently retorted 
in- French, and the magistrate put an end 
tc the unpleasant scene by dismissing the 
charge and fining the woman $3 for contempt 
of court. 


Limit to “Rights” Claimed... 
An Eng ish-speaking paper, the Journal, 
answered this by showing that the “rights”: 
conquered by the neh were restricted to 
the use of their language in some courts. 

As regards the police courts in Ontario the 
provincial statutes expressly provide that 
‘the only language in use there shall be Eng- 
lish. This was a staggerer for the organ of 
the Minister of Public Works, who was evi- 
dently ignorant of the facts,-and thereupon 
demanded the repeal of the statute and the 
enactment of a new clause providing for the 
use of French henceforth in the Ontario 
police courts. Thus the Ottawa police court 
episode becomes a racial incident in the | 
provincial election campaign.

The railroads which were competied 
to elevate their tracks in Philadelphia and 
Jersey City were paid little, if anything, by 
the municipalities for making changes 
which were forced upon the roads by the 
necessities of the case. 

Now, $5,000,000 seems a large sum 
to take out of the national Treasury and 
turn over to this railroad for doing a thing 
it ought to do for nothing and that it should 
be glad to do under the circumstances, But 
mot only does the road insist upon com 
gation for making the change, but it a 
objects strenuously to an amendment pro- 
wviding that other roads in the future may

CARNEGIE ON THE DRAMA AND MUSIC, 

Mr. Andrew Carnegie, since his retire- 
ment from active business, has made public 
his opinions upon a variety of subjects, in- 
dustrial, financial, theological, social, polit- 
fecal, e@ucational, and literary, as well as 


has spoken many wise words, perhaps some 
unwise ones, for it is not given to mortals 
to be omniscient, but, in general, what he 
has had to say upon any given topic has 
been of interest, and his manner of saying 
Ht has been of that genial sort which has 
attracted the attention even of those who 
might not agree with him. Ps 

On Monday evening last, upon the occa- 
ston of the dedication of the new library and 
music hall of the institute which he has 
given to the Town of Carnegie,-Pa., the ex- 
ironmaster delivered himself of some views 
upon brand new subjects, the drama and 
music. Mr. Carnegie was of opinion that 
the new hall of the institute would fail of its 
mission if it were restricted to meetings of 
‘an educational and philanthropic nature. 
He favored the development of the social 
Hfe of the conimunity through the agency 
of “ bright, clever, refined entertainment,” 
not depending, however, upon proféssiénal 
artists entirely, but cultivating the local tal- 
ent. As a conspicuous feature of this en- 
tertainment, he strongly recommended the 


among the young men and women of Carne- 
gie. He believes recitation and acting will 
be useful for the men and will tend to make 
the young women graceful. He recom- 


ing, “ You must converse with your audi- 
ee, The reason why the French stage is 
the most refined, and that from which the 
people obtain the best examples, is because 
the French are ever natural—never bois- 
terous.” From the general tenor of Mr. 
Carnegie’s advice to the people of the town 
which bears hig name, it is evident that he 
had studied the advice of/ Hamlet to the 
players: “ Nor do not sav t the air too much 
with your hand, thus; but use ali gently:

‘LABOR ASKS FOR PROTECTION, 
During the last few days Senators from 
New York, Pennsylvania, Massachusetts, 
Ohio, and many other States have presented 
the petitions of several hundred labor or- 
ganizations connected with the American 
Federation of Labor, praying for the enact- 


ment of legislation providing an educational 


test for immigrants to this country. 

Many of the prominent labor leaders have 
for some time been of the opinion that un- 
restricted immigration is hurtful to the in- 
terests of labor. There is no longer vacant 
land for immigrants to settle upon. The 


majority of them must go into the mines, 
the mills, or factories, or work in the sweat | 


shops of the large cities. Asthey are usual- 
ly ready and willing to work for less than 
the standard American wage, their competi- 
tion may be a serious matter, European 
cheap labor may be almost as destructive, 
for a time, as Chinese cheap labor. 

There are labor men who would not object 
to a total] cessation of immigration, because 


they think it wonld be much easier then to 


keep up wages or advance them than it is 
now. The requirement of an educational 
test will, by no means, put a stop to immi- 
gration, but will decrease its volume. It 
will keep out undesirable foreign elements 
which are now eoming into the country in 
great numbers and which supply the cheap- 
est kind of labor. The educated immigrant 
does not belong in that category. He has 
some idea of the value of his services. He 
takes kindly to the American wage scale. 
The uneducated immigrant works for what 
he can get. | 

The American Federation of Labor is 
not alone in demanding an educational test 
for immigrants. Thedemand was made be- 
fore it took the ground it has taken. A bill 
providing such a test was passed by Oon- 


gress, but was vetoed by President Cleve- | 


land. Since then Congress has let the mat- 
ter alone,. Perhaps, now that the labor 
unions are calling for such legislation, Con- 


gress will act. There has been a fear in. 


some quarters that such a law would be un- 
popular with citizens of foreign birth or 
parentage. The attitude of the Federation 


of Labor, whose membership consists large- 
ly of men of foreign birth or parentage, - 


ought to dispel the fear. ee 
It is true that im the past hundreds of 


thousands of immigrants who could not. 


read or write have been letin. They have 
been absorbed into the body politic without 
visible injury to it. Their sons read and 
write, and are, as a rnie, useful citizens. 
Many of them, no doubt, are prominent cit- 
izens, The illiterate immigrants are the 
ones who do much of the rough, hard, dirty 
work of the country. They displace men 
who, as a rule, proceed to do something bet- 
ter. Yet there are reasons, free from self- 
ishness, why the flowing tide of illiterate 
immigration should be staid. If the mem- 
bers of labor organizations, indifferent to 
the fact that educational tests might have 
kept out their grandfathers or fathers, and 
may keep out some of their kinsfolk, seri- 
ously ask for the legislation they petition 
for, Congress will do well to give it to them.

/THE “NEW SOUTH” AND CHILD LABOR. 


Mrs. Irene Ashby McFadyen, whose work 
in the South in connection with the child 
labor laws has brought the cotton mill 
owners into a prominence from which they 
are said to shrink, has returned to England. 
Her—American tour has had more interest 
and more effect than American tours usual- 
The things she saw mean more 
than the things foreigners usually see. It 
is appropriate, therefore, especially since 
her investigations are now for the time 


‘being at an end, to sum up the results of 


her visit to the United States and to con- 
sider the import of the questions which 
that visit has suggested. 


Mrs. McFadyen went through the mills | 


of the South. She saw children working 
when they were 6, 7, 8, and 9 years old. 
She saw them working eleven and twelve 
hours a day. She saw them working a!] 
night. She saw attendants dashing water 
in their faces to keep them awake. She 
saw the stunted, dropsical, little creatures 
who at 14, when they should have been 
in their first vigor, were hopeless invalids, 
All this she saw and finally compressed 


‘into the statement that about 10 per cent 


of the labor employed in the Southern cot- 
ton mills is of children under 12 years of 
age. That one statistical sentence implies 
physical and moral conditions which can- 
not stand inspection and which can hardly, 
endure contemplation. 

As a consequence of what she had ob- 
served Mrs. McFadyen attempted to secure 
effective child labor legislation in certain 
of the Southern States. In Kentucky a 
law was passed forbidding the employ- 
ment in factories of children under 14. In 
South Carolifa the law failed by three 
votes. In Alabama it did not go beyond 
the stage of being favorably reported from 
a committee. It was in Alabama that the 
invasion of Northern capital had done the 
most palpable harm. Alabama once had a 
child labor law. That law could hardly 
be considered as an unwarrantable restric- 
tion of personal liberty. It could hardly 
be said to go too far. It provided that chil- 
dren under 12 should not, work more than 
eight hours a day. It was repealed at the 
request of the Massachusetts capitalists 
who started the Alabama mills. Such was 
the price that Alabama paid for the North- 
ern capital it thought necessary for its in- 
dustrial growth. And -what does Alabama 
gain? Dividends 40 per cent 
are being sent to “thé cottod mill stock- 
holders. And where are the cotton mili 
stockholders? In the North. 

Georgia, meanwhile, has a kind of in- 
formal agreement, a “gentlemen’s agree- 
ment,” which the mill owners consider 
strikingly humane. These are its terms: 
No child shall work till he or. she is 10; 
No child shall: work at night til) he or she 
is 12; no week's: work shall exceed sixty- 
six hours, «Bhe:-meanhitg of which is that 


children from: work eleven hours 


— 
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day and that many children from 12 on 
work eleven hours a night. On this show- 
ing the Georgia mill owners claim that no 
further regulation is needed. ‘The public 
will hardly agree with them. __ x 

- The responsibility for the thing lies equal- 
ly on both sections of the country. The 
Northern capitalist and the Southern legis- 
lator have united to exploit the child laber 
of the cotton belt and to bring back to 
life the hideous English factories of 1880. 
The whole proceeding is economically a 
mistake and morally acrime. If Mrs. Mc- 
Fadyen’s trip did anything to hasten the 
day of deliverance for the child operatives 
it was a blessmyg to the American people. 


ALL ABOARD FOR EUROPE, | 

A picturesque suggestion was made by 
Mr. Clement Griscom in an interview con- 
cerning the recent merger of Atlantic steam- 
ship lines, when he said one of its first re- 
‘sults would probably be daily- departures 
for Europe. One may imagine the bark- 
ers, shouters, steerers, scalpers, and cut- 
rate agents soon proclaiming that the daily 
European limited has been formally estab- 
lished. Indeed, in the near future, there 
may be more than one daily departure. 
There may be not only a limited but a fast 
mail and a slow mail, an Eastern express, 
a Royal Blue Get-There, a Katydid of the 
ocean, and all the rest of the nomenclature 
which has become so familiar in land travel. 

There are ships now which carry no 
freight. There sdon may be ships which 
will carry no steerage and no second-class 
passengers. ossibly there will be some 
in which every passenger will have a lady’s 
maid or valet, There may be some in which 
the newly rich and the greenhornes will not 
think it necessary to inscribe after their 
names “ and man servant ” or “ and maid.” 
There are ships now which have suites with 
bathrooms and electric tights and all the 
modern conveniences, Of course, the iu- 
evitable stenographer will be provided, but 
the stenographer will be a man, as is the 
case on the limited trains between Chicago 
and New York. Barbers are already cus- 


tomary on ships and stock quotations may 


be expected daily with the improvement 
of the Marconi telegraph service. 
daily newspaper eventually will be print- 
ed on board, as every first-class ship now 
has its printing office. The curling tongs 
will not be forgotten, as they are not now. 
There will probably be playrooms for the 
children, gymnasiums, photograph gal- 
leries, pingpong, shuffle board, cards, and 
every other game imaginable except such as 
require a level head and level surface. “The 
way is not yet clear for billiards, baseball, 
or golf, but modifications of them may be 
expected. . 

All. these things are done without subsidy 
and may continue to’ be done. No ship on 
which these luxuries are provided needs to 


go to the United States Treasury for its | 


beggar’s dole. The men who have them 


‘jin mind should be ashamed to demand from 


the public purse any share of the earnings 
of the people. 


AN INTERESTING ANACHRONISM. 
There is no race question in that portion 
of the South where the preponderance. of 
negroes over whites is greatest. Such is the 
testimony of Alfred Holt Stone in his paper, 
“The Negro in the Yazoo-Mississippi Del- 
ta,” read before the American Economical 
association in Washington last Wednesday. 

Mr. Stone has lived all his life in the 
“ delta,” which lies in the State of Missis- 
sippi, between the rivers from which it is 
named. Its area is about three and one- 
quarter million acres, and its, population 
about 200,000, of whom there are more than 
seven times as many blacks as whites. In 
one of the nine Mississippi counties lying 
wholly within this region, Issaquena, the 
number of blacks proportionate to whites 
is the greatest anywhere in the United 
States, or 15.5 to 1. Less than 4 per cent 
of the white population of the State are in 
this district, while nearly 19 per cent of the 
negroes are here gathered. 

There is perpetual peace between the 
races in the delta... -White women live in 
safety and without fear, for they are never 
inolested. There are few midnight assas- 
sinations and fewer lynchings. 

Mr. Stone explains the peace between the 
races because of the absolute cleavage be- 
tween them. The social demarcation, far 


sharper than anywhere else in the union, is 


possible because of the absence of white 
laborers from the region. The African, 
who in the sweat of his brow must eat his 
bread, sees no Caucasians subect to the 
same law. Instead, the pale man reaps 
where others sow; he spends what they 
earn; he lives in a great house and they 
live in cabins; he commands and they obey, 
He is a being superior to them for some 
inscrutable reason, and they acknowledge 
his godship. 3 

The relation which prevailed under slav- 
ery has changed only so far, says Mr. Stone, 
“that out of it has been evolved that of 
patron aud retainer.”” The negroes live to- 
gether in the quarters just as before the 
war, and are ready to take up the quarrel 
of their employer if he bids them. There 
are no small farms, -and the great planta- 
tions are. steadily growing larger, 

Conditions in the delta throw no light on 
the race problem as it exists in other parts 
of the country where there are small farms 


and white laborers, where the negro works | 


for himself on a small holding and sees 
white men doing the same thing beside him, 
The great majority pf negroes have begun 
to think—perhaps in a hesitating, halting 
fashion—but thought has begun. They, 
therefore, can never be thrust back again 
into the condition of passive, contented 
acquiescence in fate in the shape of the 
white man wherein the delta negroes now 
seem torepose. Thesons of Ham will forci- 
bly be shoved down and held down in the 
South, probably, for decades, and ‘perhaps 
for centuries. But the time has passed 
when they willingly acknowledge to them- 


selves and to their children that their flesh | 


is of different substance and their blood of a 
viler composition than that of the whites. 
The blacks acknowledge a difference, but 
believe it to be a difference of degree and 
not of kind. The case of the delta is an in- 
teresting anachronism.

THE WORTH OF A MAN’S LIFE. 

The New York Central has taken an ap- 
peal from the verdict. of $60,000 damages 
given a wife for the loss of her husband, 
who was killed in the Park avenue tunnel] 
accident. It. may be the higher courts will 
look on the award of the jury, which is said 
to be the largest on record for the loss of 
If the verdict is sus- 
tained the accident, which the railroad com- 
pany could have averted by making im- 
provements which would not have been too 
expensive, will cost it over $1,000,000 on ac- 
count of death claims alone. . 

Illinois is, in many respects, a progressive 
State. In some respects it is odiously con- 
servative. No more than $5,000 damages 
can be recovered from a railroad which is 
chargeable with a man’sdeath. There have 
been attempts to abolish this unjust restric- 
tion, but they have not found favor in Leg- 
islatures where railroad stockholders have 


/ more influence than the families of the vic- 


tims of railroad accidents, 

New York is a more enlightened and 
humane State than Illinois, In New York 
there has been for some years no arbitrary 
limitation of the amount of demages in the 
case of a death due to a railroad accident. 
The jury has been left free to fix the dam- 
ages in accordance with the loss actually 
suffered by the family of the deceased, In 
one instance the loss, measured in money, 
will be small. In others it will be large. 
So far as is known, New York juries have 
not been unfair to the railroads in their 
verdicts. They have sought to do justice, 
not to inflict punishment, — Es 

The husband of the woman who has been 


given a verdict for $60,000 was about 85 


years old. He was earning $4,000 a year, 
He had nothing outside his income. He 
was in good health. He had no bad habits. 
His earning capacity was more likely to 
increase than to decrease during the next 
two decades. The sum of $60,000 was the 
equivalent of what would have been his 
minimum gross earnings during the next 
fifteen years had he lived. Considering the 
decrease in the earning power of money, the 
award of the jury cannot be called an exces- 
sive one. The lawyers will take part of the 
money. The income of the remainder, if 
safely invested, will not give the famify of 
the dead man so comfortable a support as 
they would have had if he had lived. 

If the Park avenue tunnel accident had 
happened in [linois no jury would be able 


to award to the family of the victim of an 


inexcusable accident more than $5,000. It 
would be unable to make a just distinction 
between the case of the dead man: whose 
earning power was considerable and of the 
man whose earning power was inconsider- 
able—between the man who had many de- 
pendent on him and the man who had but 
one. It would be unable to do justice, 

The Illinos law limiting damages to 
$5,000 is a hateful discrimination which has 
disgraced the statutes of the State too long. 
The next General Assembly will plead guil- 
ty to the charge of servility to railroad in- 
terests if it doesnot enact a law emanci- 
pating jurors and enabling them to do jus- 
tice as between railroads and the innocent 
victims of their negligence.

Never by any chance can it occur to the 
Englishman that the abuses which have kept 
Treland in a chronic state of rebellion, pas- 
sive or active, should be corrected.

If we would only 
stop to consider that the average number of respirations in an adult is 
sixteen in a minute, 960 in an hour, and 7,680 in eight hours, we can con- 
ceive more clearly what an effect contaminated air must have upon the 
respiratory: tract. 

Frequently painful teritetions of the ear canal are produced by people 
who try to remove so-called. wax from their ears. Ladies as a rule use 
hairpins, while men use toothpicks and the like. Whoever experienced the 
severe pain caused by inflammation of the outer ear will agree that the 


removal of wax, if uccessary, should be left to the physjcian. As a rule the 
wax finds its way out of the ear without assistance, and only an accumula- © 


tion of the same should be attended to. 

If foreign ‘bodies enter the ear it is the best policy to leave them entirely 
alone until a physician can be consulted. Unskillful attempts may drive 
the foreign body deeper into the ear. If living insects cause annoying

Various drugs, especially quinine, which unfortunately is used too 
much, salicylie acid, ete., are sometimes responsible for affections of the 
hearing organ. People who have perforated ear drums should take care 
when bathing that no water enters the ear, because the water may set up 
an inflammation of the middle ear. There also exists the possibility that 
water may enterinto the respiratory organs. A piece of non-absorbent 
cotton will prevent water from entering into the ear. 

The piercing of the lobules of the ear, especially if surgical cleanliness 
is not observed, may lead to bad disturbances,

In one respect. Hawaii enjoys a great advantage, as we neve the benefits 


of the United States constitution extended to the islands. In this we are 


much better off than Porto Rico and the Philippines, in which, according to 
federal decision, the constitution has not followed the flag. But in the 
case of Hawaii, the organic law by which we were made a Territory of 
the United States recited “that the constitution shall have the same force 
and effect within the said Territory as elsewhere in the United States.” 


This gives us not only the constitution, but also all of those important 


rights and guarantees under the constitution: We have entire freedom of 


trade between the island and the States, and this is not dependent upon 
any revenue law, but arises from the fact that the constitution extends 


over the islands. We also have the right of American citizenship, which 
is not possessed by Porto Ricans or the people of the Philippines, even 
though these latter islands belong to the United States. Hawaii also has a 
Delegate in Congress, which is of much advantage to our people in allow- 
ing their needs to be brought to the attention of Congress. In the case of 


Porto Rico, there is a commissioner to represent the people, but as the, 
Porto Rican act does not give the commissioner a seat in the House of_ 


Representatives and the right of debate, there is not the same advantage, 

which Hawali possesses “in being allowed a Delegate in Congress. Our 
people feel, therefore, that they. have been treated in the spirit of justice 
by the American. government, and this brings about a feeling of content- 
ment among the people at the new condition of affairs. 

One of our chief troubles is in not having a good system of land laws, 
which will encourage small farmers, like the Americag homestead law. 
With us the land question is something like that in the Philippines, except 
that the friars hold the lands in the Philippines and the sugar corpora-

ia settle in Hawaii, helping the country and helping themselves. Now 
we have no farmers, and we need them very much. From the lack of farm- 
ers. all farm products are high—eggs 50 cents a dozen, butter 50 cents a 
pound, rice 5 to 6 cents a pound, sugar grown in Hawali and then refined 
5 to 7 cents a pound. This shows the opportunity for farmers. We have 
a good climate and the land is fertile. Twenty acres for a homestead, up 
to eighty acres of the pasture lands, would be plenty. With that a farmer 
could keep a family better than he could do so in one of the American 
States. The profits made on the sugar lands held by the sugar corpora- 
tions are from 8250 to $500 per acre. This is for the best Irrigated land, 
some of it producing ten tons to the acre. These plantations pay $8 per 
month for labor, mainly Asiatics—Japanese and Chinese. Even paying $30 
per month for labor there would be a big profit. 

Our young American farmers would do well in Hawaii, and they would 
find the climate much milder and more agreeable than in this country. 
The main difficulty is that as long_as Asiatic labor comes in, the large 
plantations will employ this class of labor in preference ta white labor, 
because it wants less wages and fewer accommodations. The white laborer 
wants to live in a decent house, and he likes a beefsteak and a sup of 
coffee.

It is ae today, indeed, that, thanks to those who Ladi: we hace 
learned that it is, first, fatigue which produces the necessity for the -peri- 
odicity of sleep; and, secondly, the plasticity of the elements of the nervous 
system which explain the causes and ultimate nature of sleep and the dif- 
ferent psychic phenomena—loss of consciousness, dreams, and the like— 
which attend it. The human body, like that of‘animals, is constituted of a 
number of anatomical elements, each having an individual elementary life 
distinct from the life of the whole. These anatomical elements, and conse- 
quéntly the tissues and organs which they form by their operation, create 
certain waste material. These waste substances possess the singular prop- 
erty of arresting and retarding and finally completely arresting functional 
activity when they attain a sufficient degree of concentration. 

For this reason a living muscle, at the end of a certain period of ac- 
tivity is contracted with greater and greater difficulty, and at last reaches 
a moment when, be the excitation what it may, it ceases contracting alto- 
gether. This loss of the power of contraction is what we call fatigue. It 
is a species of intoxication, which necessarily involves an arrest of func- 
tions, resulting from the accumulation of waste matter. 


Accumulation of Waste (Matter Brings Sleep, #™ 


It is necessary to distinguish between local and general fatigue. The 
first involves the repose of the organ interested; the second determines the 
repose of the entire body. Let us consider the condition of a fatigued mus- 
cle.

The announcement last week that the 
South Chicago Furnace company is to erect 
@ steel mill costing $2,000,000 and to employ 
about 2,000 men is of special interest as af- 
fording another illustration of Chicago's re- 
markable industrial growth. This same 
cOmpany is building a new blast furnace to 
be contiguous to the new mill, which will 
cost in the neighborhood of $1,000,000, so that 
its two enterprises will represent an invest- 
ment of approximately $3,000,000. A little 
further south another concern, the Grand 
Crossing Tack company, has begun the erec- 
tion of a new plant to cost about $500,000, 
while other projects thereabout either be- 
gun or practically decided upon will swell 
the total in excess of $4,000,000. This is 
significant when it is remembered that it in- 
cludes only one of several! other suburban 
industrial districts or centers, all of which 
are making remarkable progress in an in- 
dustrial way. 


Indiana Harbor. 


An especially interesting illustration is 
furnished in the case of Indiana Harbor, lo- 
cated on Lake Michigan, between six and 
seven miles southeast of South Chicago, and 
about seventeen miles from Chicago’s City } 
Hall. A year ago it was an unbroken prairie. 
Now it has ten or twelve miles of graded 
streets, two miles of which are macadam- 
ized, while between ten and twelve miles 
of sidewalk, both plank and cement, are 
being laid. There are now built andin course 
of construction 250 houses, as well as two 
hotels, one of which will cost when com- 
pleted about $45,000. The works of the In- 
land Steel company, the mainindustry of the 
Place, will be completed some time in May. 
It will be devoted to the manufacture of 
steel billets, will cost $1,500,000, and give em- 
Ployment to 1,500 men. Work has also be- 
gun on the construction of a large foundry 
to be \devoted to the rmanufacture of rail- 
road supplies. It will cost $250,000 and. will 
affordemployment to 250men. Other impor- 
tant industries are being negotiated with. 

The new harbor, which is to be completed 
by Sept. 1, will have a depth of twenty feet 
of water, so as to admit the largest ore 
carrying vessels. 

Chicago Heights affords another illustra- 
tion of remarkable industrial growth, as do 
other of the suburban manufacturing towns. 


Remarkable Showing in City. 

No less remarkable is the showing made 
in the city itseif. It might possibly be sup- 
posed that the rapid outside industrial de- 
velopment would be at the expense of the 
city, but that this has not been the case is 
abundantly shown by the record of the build- 
ing permits. During the first three months 
«{ the present year there were thirty-nine 
factory permits taken out, the total cost 
of which was $4,523,000. When to this is 
added the cost of the new plantyof the Ham- 
mond Packing company in the ck-Yards, 
work on which has already begun, a total of 
over $6,500,000 is shown. 

During 1901 the total cost of the factory 
permits aggregated a little over $5,000,000, 
and this was commented upon as an unusu- 
ally fine showing. What, then, mist be 
thought of the first quarter’s showing of the 
present year, which exceeds that of the 
entire year of 1901? 

There is no mistaking its significance. It 
makes for a permanent growth as does no 
other factor which enters into the complex 
relations of a great city.’ It means an ex- 
pansion of business along healthy lines. It 
means a growing demand for real estate and 
of necessity an equally steady advance“in 
values. There is no one factor entering into 
the situation in Chicago today so bright with 
promise for the future of the city as this 
remarkable industrial development.

MUCH SMALL HOME BUILDING. 


‘Significant Indication of Improved Con- 


dition of Laboring Classes—Not So 
Much Apartment-House Building 


A feature of the building situation just at :

| EXPORT INQUIRY AND WANING 
STOCKS HELP PRICES... 


‘Lack of Rain in’Kaneas Another Fac- 
tor ‘in Producing a Cent Ralliy— 


—Corn Moderately Stronger in Sym- 
pathy with Wheat, Without Much 
Trade—Oats Generally Higher—Pro- 
visions Strong. 


Strong cables, talk of a much improved 
cash demand for export, and claims from 
Kansas that there had been no relief from 
the drought and high winds all had a re- 
viving effect on the wheat market yesterday. 
Some of the shorts who had sold blithely 
the day before on the rains covered at higher 
prices, and there was some more confident 
buying for long account, which together 
brought about an advance of %c to 1c, 
closing prices showing gains of lc on May, 
%c on July, and %-%c on September. May 
sold from 74%c to 75%c, stopping at 75%c. 
The July range was from 75'%4c to 76%-%ce, 
the close 76%-\%c. September sold %c under 
July, and closed 4c under. . 

The map showed no precipitation in Kan- 
sas, but further rains in Nebraska, Missouri, 
Iowa, and generally east of the Mississippi. 
The storm was rapidly passing east, and 
the prediction was for fair weather and 
frost in lowa, Kansas, Nebraska, and Mis- 
souri, which had some effect in stiffening 
bullish sentiment and prices. There were 
press reports of rains at half a dozen points 
in Kansas, but the Kansas City market 
started off lc higher and there were bullish 
reports from that center, one message read- 
ing, *‘ No relief In Kansas, terrible winds 
blowing.””

OW that Cecil Rhodes is dead the 
richest millionaire in Europe, and, per- 


scarcely known to the gemeral reader, 
and his remarkable personality. has been

But he will be in many respects Rhodes’ 

successor, and the fierce Hght that beats 

upon a throne will scon make him one of the 
most talked-about men of the time. 

His name is Alfred Beit.; and ugly 

as it is, that name could make an otherwise 


Rockefeller is a question h 

ably covlda’t answer. Two men who have 
been closely associated with him in widely 
different ways have told mein the last few 
days that this financier probab'y could not 
scrape together more than a hundred million 
dollars or so just now, although it has been 
stated in print that he has that many 
pounds—or, half a billion of dollars. Both of 
these authorities agreed, however, that the 
end of the war in south Africa, where this 
vast fortune has its roots, would assuredly 
bring a prodigious increase in the Beit 
wealth. 


To Be a Billionaire Presently. 


If he keeps on at the rate of the last ten 
years the world will not have to wait much 
longer before getting its first sight of a 
billionaire. 

Heretofore he has been content to worship 
Rhodes and to pick up millions, but an Eng- 
lishman who has been conspicuous in the 
operations of the Chartered company ever 
since the first Matabele war said to the writ- 
er: “I venture to predict that Beit, who has 
been known only as a financier up to now, 
will be found before long taking up and car- 
rying to completion some of the empire- 
building work Rhodes left well begun but 
only haif done. I have reason to believe that 
Beit caught some of Rhodes’ enthusiasm for 
imperialism to such an extent that he will 
eventually put money into it without thought 
of getting it back, just as Rhodes did. So 
far as investments in the De Beers com; any, 


Johannesburg, and in Rhodesia go, Beit is 


the big man in Africa already, and if he 
shows administrative power equal to his 
financial ability his future is going to hold 
the world’s attention. His friendship for 
Rhodes was something more than an alliance 
for business purposes. He fairly worshiped 
the nian.” 
Like Rhodes in Many Ways. 


This mysterious multi-millionaire was born 
in the same year, 1853, as the man into whose 
shoes he is expected to step. Like Rhodes, 
he is a bachelor, and for the same reason 
that Rhodes and Kitchener got the credit of 
being woman-haters—because they were too 
much engrossed in their ambitions to have 
time to give attention to domestic affairs. 
Like both of these men, too, he cares little 
for society, although there is a plenty of 
exciusive peers who seem glad to accept an 
invitation to dine with him at his beautiful 
house in Park lane, England, and although 
many a titled mamma is said to have tried to 
capture him for a son-in-law. 

Like Rhodes, again, he gave no indication 
in youth of being anything unusual. He was 
born in Hamburg forty-nine years ago, com- 
ing of an old, solid Hebrew family, not vast- 
ly wealthy, but rich enough to give him a 
good education in the German schools and 
get him a good place in a banking house. His 
luck began when he was 22 and was drawn 
to south Africa by news of the diamond dis- 
coveries. He got there a little before Cecil 
Rhodes arrived in the hope of keeping 
out of the early grave to which his physi- 
cians had surrendered him. 

Beit made money as a diamond merchant 
at Kimberley and invested it in diamond 
mines, which brought him in touch with 
moung Rhodes, who was laying the founda- 
dons of his portion by his scheme for con- 
solidating the diamond interests—a scheme 
that proved to be a lucky one to Beit. In 
fact, Beit seems to have been Rhodes’ chief 
helper in the business. . : 


Leader in South African Mines. 


Beit branched out into the banking busi- 
nese, becoming a partner in the firm of Jules 
Porges & Co., predecessors of the present 
great firm of Wernher, Beit & Co. When 
gold was discovered in the Transvaal Beit 
wae in on the ground floor again, and with 
ifs Johannesburg partner, Hermann Eck- 
stein, soon became one of the great captains 
ef the south African gold industry. He is 
sredited with having transformed south 
African gold mining from a speculation into 
a steady, well organized, conservative bus'- 
ness. He had the wit to import the highest 
quelity of American machinery, and to pay 
prodigious salaries to such mining eng:neers 
as John Hays Hammond, Hennan Jennings, 
and Louts Seymour to advise and superin- 
tend this huge enterprise, which before the 
war. was putting out $90,000,000 worth of 
precious metal a year, and which, besides 
paying heavy taxes to Kruger, turned $20,- 
900,000 a year of profit over to its share- 
holders.

Some of the fortune was pure 
luck. When Rhodes, t, and poor Barney 
Barnato became life goverpors under the 
original De,Beers charter they stipulated, 
without dreaming that much would come of 
it beyond making an impression on the share- 
holders, that they should have a fourth part 
of the profits after the company had paid 80 
per cent to the shareholders. But the dia- 
monds were so astoundingly plentiful that 
this fourth of the surplus turned out for the 
ten years before the war about a million dol- 
lars a year. When it is considered that 
Rhodes and Beit were likewise the chief 
shareholders, with their 30 per cent and their 
three-fourths of the surplwis profit, one can 
understand how it is that they didn’t run

Suffered by African War. 

Of course the war cut off most of this in- 
come and Mr. Beit doubtless feels the pinch 
of poverty severely. It is hard to have to 
live on the interest of $100,000,000 or so when 
you have had formerly an additional in- 
come of maybe a million or two a year for 
current expenses. 

The Beit interests are not limited, how- 
ever, to Johannesburg and Kimberley. He 


helped to originate the British South Africa 


company, and has huge interests in the Char- 
tered company, paying his share of the 
‘company’s annual deficits with a steady con- 
fidence that showed his loyalty to Rhodes. 
The De Beers company got a grant: of 400 
Square miles in Rhodesia, too, in return for 
their help at the time of the Matabele war. 
Beit is a director in the Rhodesia railways, 
limited, and was so much in sympathy with 
Rhodes that he had a hand in the Jameson 
raid. Through his firms he controls com- 
panies having a nominal capital of $100,000, - 
000, and as most of the stock is listed at high 
premiums it may be imagined how great is 
the influence he exercises. Like Rhodes 
again, he doesn’t speculate, and the confi- 
dence in his judgment and financial integrity 
are so great that there is a whole swarm of 
little fellows with only $10,000,000 or $20,000,- 
000 apiece ready to put as much as he asks 
for into any scheme he has on hand.

HE cows were bellowing and the calves 
were moaning. A thick cloud of dust 
rolled up from the corral. The odor of 
burnt hair was heavy in the air. A 
half dozen grimy, sweating, swearing 


among the noisy beasts, prodding with 
greasy poles, one after another of them into 


each cow or calf was held fast for a moment, 
other Mexican vaqueros snatched iong hot

Had 
Miss Taylor been a child of the frontier, 
reared amid its hardships and fierce vicissi- 
tudes, it would not havé been strange that 
she has become a ranchero. The Taylors 
lived in Aurora, Ill. There were an invalid 
son, two daughters, and the parents. 


Father Failed to Make It Pay. 

In 1895, when Mr. Taylor became 4 con- 
sumptive, he moved to Williams, Ariz., to 
Hve an out-of-door Hfe among the moun- 
tains. When he grew stronger in the Ari- 
zona camp he looked about for an invest- 
ment and sent for his family. It cameabout 
that he bought a cattle ranch across the 
San Francisco Mountains and built a home 
there among a clump of trees. There was 
not a white man’s domicile within six miles. 
Prescott, the nearest town, was eleven miles 
away. To the north, east, and west there was 
no human habitation for many more miles. 


-Nothing is to be seen as far as the eye 


reaches from the home but am occasiona' 
pine tree, rocks, wild grass, and bunches of 
‘grazing cattle. The investment was a fail- 
ure. The steer market was bad and grew

died, in February, 1897, he believed he was 
bankrupt.’ He had spent some $47,000. A 
mortgage of $15,000 was on the herd and the 


She had 
ridden over the range for him, had kept his 
accounts, and had learned almost as much 
yabout the cattle industry as he. 
death she set herse’f to conducting the 
ranch. The old-time cattlemen shook their 
heads and said they were sorry for Ed Tay- 
lor’s ‘family, but success couldn't be ex- 
pected in cattle ranching from a girl, who 
ought to be teaching school or getting mar- 
ried instead of trying to do what few ex- 
perienced men could do. - 

For a year it seemed as if the veteran 
ranchers were right. Discouragements that 
would have wrecked most men came to An- 
nette Taylor in successsion. Those were the 
grimmest of all days in the famous hard 
years among cattlemen in the South west. 
Many persons who had made fortunes of 
$75,000 and $100,000 in a few years of cat- 
tle ranching gave up the struggle and quit— 
ruined. A drought came upon the Arizona 
cattle ranges jin the midst of their woes. 
But the young woman ranchero stuck dog- 
ged'y to her work, economized at every 
point, hired as few vaqueros as possible, 
and spent days and nights in the saddle, all 
the time learning her business, seeking fresh 
grazing spots, and protecting her rights. 
Many a time she spent thirty hours at a 
stretch in the saddle. Time and again she 
had to exhibit her revolvers and make a 
showing of her expertness in firearms to 
impress her determination upon outlaw 
characters on the frontier. She studied the 
relative values of the many straight and 
cross breeds of Texas longhorns, plains 
shorthorns, Sonora reds, and New Mexican 
until she became an authority on the 
most marketable sort of steers among Chi- 
cago and Kansas City: beef buyers. 

Raises Mules for Uncle Sam. — 

She pored over big, bulky volumes of cat- 
tle distempers and ailments, and learned 
their @auses and remedies, and thereby les- 
sened the death loss in her herd. She found 
that a large part of the wild land adjoining 
the Taylor range was adapted for raising 
mules, and, with putting some $3,000 in Texas 
mules, she has made that a secondary but 
profitable part of her work. -Last summer 
she sold to the United States government 
forty mules for $3,400, and she will have more 
for sale next season. The C. T. brand of 
steers commands top notch prices.

- When Miss Taylor had learned the market 
demands for good steers, and when and how 
best to fatten them, she had virtually won 
her success. By the winter of 188-’09 the 
mortgage on the ranch had nearly been paid, 
and the herd had been increased one-third. 
In two months Miss Taylor sold $14,000 worth 
of prime 4-year-old steers. The ranch home 


has since been much enlarged, the range has | 


been increased by some 550 acres, the herd 

is three times larger than ever, and the 

ee have ample capital for their opera- 
ons.. 

A younger sister, Alice, has been edu- 
cated at a seminary in St. Louis during the 
last few years. She returned to the ranch 
last June, and at once lightened Miss An- 
nette's labors by becoming ranch bookkeep- 
er, buyer, and paymaster, along with a lot 
of concomitant duties. 


Dress in Men’s Clothes. 


The two girls dress in men’s clothes most of 
the time when out on the range. “ We pre- 
fer that style of garb,’’ says the elder, “* be- 
cause it is so suitable to our occupation. I 
had several serious accidents with my skirts 
wher~riding over the range and through 
cafions, that I threw conventionality to the 
winds and dressed like a man. Then, too,a 
woman in trousers and blouse has much 
more authority over the class of rough, bluff 
men employed on a cattle range than a con- 
ventional woman has. Sometimes, for 
weeks, I see no one who does not live on our 
range. So what do I careif my garb is un- 
usual? It is so comfortable and safe for 
riding in a saddle. As for sidesaddles, they 


- are unfit for any one’s use, and would kill the 


toughest cowboy in a few months.” 
Occasionally the Taylor girls gallop across 
the country, following mountain trails and 
fording creeks, to Jerome or Prescott, where 
there is business for them at the banks, pro- 
visions to buy in wholesale lots for the range, 
and communication is to be had by telegraph 
with Eastern cattle buyers. The masculine 
garb of these two blonde rancheros used to 
excite attention in the northern Arizona 


towns, but people have grown -used to It. 


Several times a year the sisters participate 
in dancing parties given by the sacial people 
in the northern Arizona metropolis. Gowned 
in the new style from Chicago and St. Louis, 
the sister cowboys are belles. Business at 
the ranch is never allowed to wait for social 
matters, and the next morning after a ball 
in Prescott the Taylor sisters start, dressed 
in men’s clothes, across the hills for home 
to take up their duti , 

The ranch home is dvidence of the refine- 
ment and ambitions of these girl managers 
of a cattle ranch. The large living-room 
walls are well covered with etchings, water 
colors, and engravings chosen with good 
taste. There are artistic easy chairs, mahog- 
any tables, cabinets of porcelains, shelves 
of books, and Oriental tapestries. In the 
little room, used as the ranch office, there is 
a steel safe, a big desk, rows of drawers full 
of business letters and statements. A case 
full of big, black books all about cattle and 
cattle ranching stands close by the safe, and 


ledgers and day books, used in the ranch 


business, abound. A sunny music-room, 
with a hardwood floor and stained glass win- 
dows, is one of the features of the house. 


‘Girl Ranchero’s Busy Day. 


‘‘My days are practically alike, except. 


Sundays, when we rest all we can,”’ said Miss 
-Annette Taylor recently. ‘‘ My duties begin 
at dawn. There are always orders to be 
given to the men.. There are our domestic 
cows to be milked, horses to be groomed, and 


fed, the mules to be thought of, and tinker- 


ing to be done. A high order of intellect is 
not obtainable nor practical on the range. 
So a cattle overseer has each day to give the 
men a lot of orders that would be unneces- 
sary in most businesses. Some people would 
go frantic with the multitudeof petty things 
a range boss must think of for the gang of 
employés under him. Complaints of igno- 
rant vaqueros have to be heard, absurd dis- 
putes settled, troubles smoothed, and drunk- 
en cowboys scolded or told to clear out. 
“When the annual roundup season comes 
sister and I live out of doors for two or three 
weeks. We have a tent for our home and 
we are busy eighteen hours out of the twen- 
ty-four. If a cattle owner is cheated that 
is when the rascally vaqueros do their worst, 
It is hard and an unwomanhly thing to do— 
this living among dissolute Mexican vaque- 


‘ros, but some of the men on the range have 
such a spirit of chivalry at times that I am 


ashamed of tiny poor opinion of them. In 1899 
a battered, densely ignorant cowboy lost his 


- Life while saving a bunch of my cattle from 


roving Hualipi Indians. Cattle ranging is 
generally a delightful o¢cupation. It is freer, 
more adventurous, and more wholesome than 
any pursuit in America. The most disagree- 
able, unsavory part of the business is the 
branding season. There's so much brutality 
about the work, and, do what one may, the 
Vaqueros cannot be made to be always hu- 


. Mane with the beasts. That is chiefly why I 
am always present during the operation. 


**Have I had any terrifying experiences 
on the range? A few. . I have been shot at 
twice by drunken vaqueros whom I ordered 
off my property. Once I got a bullet hole 
through the crown of my sombrero. But 
several of my own faithful vaqueros stood 
by me and would have shot one of the men 
full of bullet holes had I not held them back. 
I have*had lots of bad falls with my horse 
and have lost two horses because of their 
breaking their legs. . You see lam always 
armed. I usually carry two pistols, one in 
my belt and another in the saddle holster. I 
have never really had occasion as yet to de- 
fend myself with my weapons, but it would 
be foolhardy for any one to go roaming 
among the remote, desolate ranges in north- 
ern Arizona without shooting iron,"

DESERTION CHIEF 
CAUSE OF POVERTY. 


-Erring Husbands and Fathers Re- 


sponsible for Most of the 
Charity Cases, 


IFTY per cent of. the women and chil- 
dren in Chicago who are reduced to a 
state where they are forced to seek 
public charity owe their condition to 
deserting husbands and fathers. This 

is the opinion of men and women engaged in 
charitable work in the city. They have 
found that desertion is the prime cause of 
poverty. In numbers its victims exceed 


those forced into. straitened circumstances | 


through any other one cause. 
Deserting husbands—the ones who bring 
distress and want upon their families—may 
be placed in two classes, those who desert 
periodically whenever home affairs become 
the least bit perplexing and those who desert 
once and for all time. Strange as it may seem, 


. those in the latter class are less harmful, 


It is the experience of charity workers 
that a woman who happens to be possessed 
of a good-for-nothing husband is better off 
and gets along more satisfactorily after the 
man has left her. She will as a rule cling to 

“him as long as he will continue to accept of 
the fruits of her labors and provide for him 
without complaint, but she is tied down and 
hampered in a hundred ways. After he has 

“teft her she feels a certain amount of free- 
dom and sets out to provide for herself and 
family in her own way. : 

The periodical deserter, however, is a con- 
stant menace to the welfare and happiness 
of his family. He goes away just when he 
is wanted and comes back when he is not 
wanted, so his wife's plans to get along 
without his aid are constantly upset and the 
home kept in a state of turmoil, Deserting 
husbands, as a class, are poor providers, and 
when they go away they usually leave an 
empty larder and hungry children for the 
mother to look after and care for. That is 


_ why so many women and children are forced 


to seek public charity. 

Poverty, according to students of sociol- 
ogy, is reactive. It frequently asserts itself 
among the children of well-to-do people, 

‘who, though able to live comparatively weil, 
give their sons and daughters no educa- 
tional advantages. The result is that when 
they set out for themselves and start fami- 
lies of their own the improvidence of their 

rents bears fruit, and before long they 
Are applying at the office of some charity 
prganization for assistance. Scores of cases 
of this character are found in Chicago every 
lay by those whose duty it is to investigate 
em. 
eens fy a really pathetic side to many 
the appeals for help that come into the 
est Side office of the Bureau of Charities,

SPARROW HAWKS 


Find It Easier to Make a Living Here 
3 than in the Country. ' 


~ 


HIS is the season of year when the 
crafty little sparrow hawk, one of the 
most interesting members of the bird 
family, begins preparations for its 
summer HKfe in northern climate. 

There was a time when this “‘ Kill-ee! Kill- 
ee!” calling bird was as foreign to Chicago 
life in the congested districts as wild geese 
are at present, but lately, however, it ap- 
parently learned a few things about cosmo- 
politan customs by finding out that it is 
much easier to gain a living in the city than 
in the country. 

Sparrow hawks have become rather com- 
mon in many large cities. In Chicago they 
frequent the outlying districts as a rule, 
but occasionally one may be seen hovering 
high over the rush and rumble of busy 
streets, and its odd sounding call of ‘‘ Kill-ee! 
Kill-ee!" is frequently heard. In many 


using the steeples of churches and the fowers 
of large buildings for their roosting places. 
They probabiy have learned that sparrows 
~their principal diet—are not so shy in the 
city as they are in the country and that it is 
pacsated to get a living in metropolitan dis- 
ricts. The diet of these birds is quite varied 
for a hawk. They do not eat miceand small 
birds exclusively, but hunt the open stretches 
in th® country for fat insects, especially 
grasshoppers. | 
. Their method of hunting an open meadow 
4s beautiful. They never soar high in air 
as do numbers of the larger hawks, nor do 
they sweep through the timber and under- 
brush as do the sharp-shinned hawks. They 
fiy over the field at a slight elevation, scan- 
ning the ground beneath for insects or mice. 
Occasionally, as they see some movement 
in the grass, they will poise on fast beating 
wings to ascertain what moved; then, if 
mothing is found, they fly forward, only to 
repeat the performance again and again. 
When this hovering is being done the body 
of the bird takes an upright position and 
the tail is spread, giving the hawk a peculiar 
look which is characteristic. One may recog- 


this peculiar manner of hunting. 
The moment the weather gives him a 


he quits the underbrush and briers and at 
once begins to eat mice and stray insects 
which winter has not hidden completely. He 
is rather odd-looking as he takes an/’insect 
to his perch to eat.

Chicago. But the chief treasure of the Chi- 
cago collection is a gold bar on which the 
name of Aha is clearly inscribed. It is 
curved and roughened, with regular cross- 
hatching on both sides. It evidently was 
carefully made, and, as it weighs exactly 
216 grains, the Egyptian gold unit, Petrie 
thinks it may have been a standard meas- 
ure. 

The tomb of Zer, the successor of Aha, 
yielded rich treasures, including the oldest 
example of jewelry by 2,000 years. One of 


Petrie’s workmen noticed the glimmer of | 


gold in the walls of the tomb. He reported 
at once, and examination brought. to light 
a mummy arm on which were four magnifi- 
cent bracelets of gold, turquoise, amethyst, 
and lapis lazuli. The finest consists of tur- 
quoise plaques alternating with gold, each 
surmounted by the royal hawk. A curious 
feature about the workmanship is that the 
turquoise hawks are evidently more antique 
than the gold, the former being probably 
made in the reign of Menes. The gold rep- 
resents the most perfect Egyptian ast, which 
persisted for 4,000 years. . There is little 


doubt that the arm belonged to the wife of - 


Zer. The workmanship evinces wonderful 
skill. It is evident that solder was used, yet 
the joints in the gold cannot be distinguished 


_ with a magnifier. 


From Zer's grave and the surroundings 
Chicago received, among other objects, a 
number of clay sealings insctibed with the 
names of Den, Merzekha, Zet, and Ga; 
pottery ranging frdm prehistoric.times to the 


‘age of the pyramids, a number of wooden 
tablets with writing upon them, and labels 


indicating the articles used in the important 
ceremony of washing the King’s hand. All 
these, it is to be remembered, were for the 
convenience of the ghost. The seals were 
to close bowls containing food. Zer’s tomb, 
too, ylelded a number of curious objects, 
such as a throwing stick, copper needles, 
chisels, and various tools, and an instru- 
ment for tattooing. 

From the tomb of King Zet was recovered 
an ivory box with the name of the King in- 
scribed upon it, This has fallen to Chicago’s 
share. A number of objects were found 
giving an interesting idee of the life of the 
times.

IRISH LEAGUE IS. 
ISLAND'S RULER. 


_Organization’s Power Growing and 
People Must Obey All 
Its Orders. 


[From the London Times, April 11.) 

When he founded the United Irish league 
five years ago at Westport, in County Mayo, 
William O’Brien, although a man of wild 
inspirations—almost of hallucinations—can 
hardly have foreseen how large a storm 
would grow out of the little cloud no big- 
ger than a man’s hand. | 

The genius for agitation of a clever and idle 
peasantry entitled him to expect results that 
would gratify his thirst for notoriety by 
bringing him into frequent contact with the 
executive government. 
anticipated that the indifference or timidity 
of the government would permit the league 
to secure by illegal methods the position 
that now enables it to dictate the policy of 
‘the Irish party and to hold and allocate the 
party funds. 

The league's ambitions have expanded with 
its growth. It began its career with an 
agitation for the division of the large graz- 
ing farms of the west and south among the 
peasant proprietors of small agricultural 
holdings. It is now acknowledged by its 
leaders to be the successor of the old Land 
league, and something more. 


Many Devices to Annoy. . 

The grazing farm agitation is only one of 
its devices for making the government of 
Ireland “ difficult and dangerous.’ It is 
working for a national “ independence ”’ 
whose exact scope Mr. Redmond wisely 
shrinks from explaining to the English Radi- 
cals. The league is, broadly, an organized 
conspiracy to make the maintenance of Brit- 
ish law impossible in Ireland. If its present 
policy is, in a comparative sense, a policy 
of pin-pricks, the Irish-American Fenians 
who finance it believe, and have been led 
to believe, that it only awaits a favorable 
opportunity for more defiant action. 

A railway journey from the Town of Long- 
ford to the Town of Sligo, from Sligo to Clare- 
morris—the dirtiest and most melancholy 
spot in Ireland—and from Claremorris to 
the Town of Roscommon, takes one through 
the most characteristic parts of the league 
country. Mayo, though the league’s birth- 
place, is not now its stronghold. Sligo, by 
the testimony of John Redmond, is “ the best 
organized. county in Ireland.”’ The whole 
of the neighboring Counties of Leitrim and 
Roscommon are in the grip of the league, 
which is also making rapid headway in the 
western districts of Galway. ! 


Covers Every Section. 

There are more than 1.200 branches of the 
league in the whole of Ireland. The police 
returns supplied to the Judges at the recent 
spring assiszes show that Sligo has 47 
branches, Roscommon 60, and Leitrim 38. 
In other parts of the country many—probably 
the majority—of the branches exist only 
for the collection of subscriptions. In these 
three counties the proportion of what Mr. 
Wyndham would call working or effective 
branches—by which one presumes that he 
means branches that are actively engaged 
in boycotting—is extremely high. 

The Judges’ charges at the recent assizes 
are a striking, if incomplete, tribute to their 
activity. There are at the present moment 
_ in Sligo, Leitrim, and Roscommon seventy- 
one “ derelict ” farms—that is to say, farms 
which the terrorism of the league has left 
idle on the hands of landlords who are anx- 
ious to let to tenants who are anxious to 
hire. In the same three counties thirty-two 
persons are under constant or partial police 
protection. Constant police protection 
means—in the words of the Lord Chief Jus- 
tice of Ireland—* that the person who's pro. 
tected is constantly .attended by police, 
whether he goes to fair or to market or to 
his place of worship, and that police reside 
either in his house or in a hut adjacent to 
his house.”” The latest statistics of league 
“ effectiveness ” in Galway bring the number 
of derelict farms in the four counties up to 
120 and the number of protected persons to 
eighty-four. 


Petty Persecution in West. 

The police returns, being concerned only 

with the surface of things, convey an in- 
adequate impression of the state of affairs 
in the west of Ireland. The mental agony 
which is the result of an elaborate system 
of petty persecution and untiring espionage 
cannot be appraised in official documents. 
The police have no means of tracing to the 
indirect operations of a local vehmgericht 
the ‘financial ruin of once prosperous shop- 
keepers who are wow in the bankruptcy 
court and of once “ warm " farmers now in 
the workhouse or the United States. 

Local tyranny has reduced to a fine art 
what Mr. Wyndham calls “‘ the petty mis- 
ery of hounding down the more unfortunate 
of Irishmen in distant and remote districts.” 
Its victims are, in the first instance, the 
“grabber” and the “ grazier,”’ and after- 
wards all those persons who are bold enough 
to interfere with the execution of “‘ justice "’ 
upon these social pariahs. 

It may be well to define the two words 
re ge figure most largely in the vocabulary 
of the western parochial agitator. A 
“ grazier”’ is a man—frequently a well-to-do 
‘shopkeeper—who invests his savings in 
young stock which he fatten for the English 
market on a grass farm hired on “‘ the eleven 
months’ take.” ‘It is an article of the 
league’s constitution that all grass farms' 
should be divided among the small tenant 
farmers. Consequently every grazier is an 
enemy of the people and a subject for the 
“ forty-foot pole medicine ’’—that is to say, 
the most severe form of boycotting. A 

- “ grabber ”’ was formerly anybody who took 
a farm from which some other person had 
been evicted for non-payment of rent. Suc- 
cess has extended the scope of the defini- 
tion, and he is now anybody who holds any 
plece of land which any influential member 
of the league covets for his own use. 

In many cases the grabber is a man to 
whom some other man owes money which 
he does not wish to pay, and in the estab- 
lishment of a local branch of the league the 
debtor finds a simple and pleasant way out 
of hi# obligation. 


How the Boycott Is Worked. 

The engine of the boycott is being worked 
by the United Irish league in the west of 
*‘Troland with a success which implies an ab- 
solutely enslaved state. of public opinion, and 
with a thoroughness which amazes not less 
by its audacity than by its cruelty, and not 
less by ite cruelty than by its meanness. If 
a farmer be the victim—as in the case of Mr. 
Phibbs of Chaffpool, who is independent to- 
Gay only because he has a large family of 
brave and strong sons—shopkeepers are or- 
dered to refuse to supply him with food and 
clothes, his household and farm servants 
are directed to leave him, blacksmiths are 
forbidden to shoe his horses and carters to 
carry hjs produce. -The establishment on or 
near his property of a police store and huts— 
as in the case of Mr. Phibbs—counteracts 
some of these disabilities, but the personal 
boycott remains, and that, I have been as- 
sured by many of ite victims, becomes in time

HE sun has been, made to perform a 
new work by an ingenious Chicago 
man. He has hit upon the idea of sub- 
stituting the sun's rays for the iron 

used in soldering metal. . 
J. B. Merkel is the inventor of this new 
process. Mr. Merkel’s soldering outfit is as 
simple as the methods he employs'in uniting 
different pieces of metal. It consists ofa 
large and powerful burning glass and a 
stick of specially prepared solder. With 


as firm as those turned out of any hardware 
shop with the aid of-irons and heating pots. 
Every one probably has at some time or 
other been the victim or the perpetrator of 
the time-worn joke, in which the sun's rays 
é@re concentrated in a convex glass and 
focused on the hand or neck, and those who 
have been through this ordeal know the 
amount of heat that can be generated in this 
way. They learn this from the burning sen- 
sation accompanying the joke. It is this 
general principle that Mr. Merkel follows in 
soldering by means of the sun’s rays. 
The burning glass takes the place of the 
soldering iron or tube in his novel process. 
The sun’s rays are concentrated in the glass 
and then are focused at a fine point on the 
end of the stick of solder. The adhesive 
material melts, and, falling on the two pieces 
of metal unites them as firmly as under the 
old method.

Ordinary solder does not fulfill the re- 
quirements of the experiment because it is 
so hard that it resists heat of the intensity 
of that generated by the sun’s rays through 
the glass. A special soft composition made 
of pure zinc, lead, and bismuth in certain 
proportions is an essential feature of this 
simple soldering process. 
must also be prepared to aid in the work. 
This is made of carbolic acid in which has 
been dissolved to saturation a certain quan- 
tity of zinc, with a prescribed proportion of 
phosphoric acid and spirits.of wine, 

This method of soldering can be employed 
to make connection on electric wires, to join 
‘small particles of metal inthe watchmaker’s 
and jeweler’s trade wherever direct heat is 
likely to take out temper or burn precious 
stones. In the use of the burning glass only 


a small spot is heated, leaving the adjacent 


part unaffected. This is exceedingly desira- 
ble in certain lines of work, and the joints 


made in this way are as solid and durable 


as any. 

There are, however, two positive draw- 
backs to the sun process of soldering. One 
is that the solder placed in this way softens 
and dislocates in boiling water er when 
brought into-contact with a higher tempera- 
ture. ‘But the chief drawback is that the 
sun’s rays are not always available, and 
without their aid the work cannot be car- 
ried on. |

Print Names of Offenders. 


The methods employed by the league to en- 
force its decrees are numerous and are al- 
waye nicely adapted to the circumstances 
of the victim. Among the most popular 
are the complete isolation of boycotted per- 
sons, the publication in certain newspapers 
of the names of offenders or non-subscribers, 
the surreptitious delivery!ito shopkeepers of 
letters theni not to supply boycot- 
ted people, and interference with the sale of 
the cattle and produce of offenders at fairs

and markets. 


The practice of terrorism by hostile dem- 
onstrations in the streets and by the beat- 
ing of drums outside unpopular houses at 
night has been checked to some extent by 
the police. 

Schoolmasters, like shopkeepers, are easy 
victims of the boycott, which takes the 
shape, in their case, of an order to parents 
to remove their children from the offendiug 
In the case of a schoolmaster‘on 
George L. Tottenham’s estate In County 
Leitrim this boycott has been persistently 
exercised for the last two-years, and the un- 
fortunate man retains only twenty out of his 
original establishment of seventy children. 

I have put the question, “‘ What is. the 
most mischievous weapon in the armory of 
the league?’’ to many intelligent people in 
the west of Ireland—farmers and tradespeo- 
ple, constabulary officials, and clergymen of 
all denominations. The answer, .always 
prompt and always the same, was: ‘“‘ The 
publication’ in certain newspapers of the 
resolutions and other proceedings of local 
branches.”’ 

Believe All Read in Papers. 

The Western Trish peasant stil] retains a 
vast respect for the sanctity of print. A 
single copy of a weekly newspaper passes 
for many days from cabin to cabin tn remote 
country distficts, and its humble .readers 
never dispute the importance of anything 
that they read in it. | - 

The fact that it is ‘‘on the paper” is 
enough for them. The principal organs of 
the league in Connaught are the Sligo Cham- 
pion and the Western People. Both have 
large circulations and both publish’frequent- 
ly the reports of executive meetings of the 
league and the resolutions of local branches. 
The former paper, which is owned- and 
edited by P. A. McHugh, M. P., is a potent 
agent of mischief. It devotes a weekly sup- 
plement to the reports of local meetings— 
sometimes as many as thirty such reports 
appear in a single issue—and these incite- 
ments to boycotting, which otherwise might 
have languished in the obscurity of the back 
parlor of a village public house, are circtlat- 
rs through the whele of two or three coun- 

es. 


Samples of the Resolutions. 

To the outsider some of these resolutions 
read ridiculously enough. One learns from 
recent report of a’ meeting of the Drum- 
lease (County Sligo) branch that— 

Pat Feely came before the meeting to apologize 
for carrying Johnny Smith's mother-in-law on his 
car.. As he said he did not know her and 
not to do:so again his apology Was accepted. ... 
Martin Fowley Sr. is working still. He says he is 
only Mary Anne’s boy; but as Mary’ Anne’s boy 
feeds the evictor’s cattle we hold her and him as 
aiding and abetting the evictor and grabber, and 
ask all true Nationalists to treat him and her 
with the 40-foot pole—else they will be expelled, so 
that the public may know the traitors in the camp. 

At a meeting of the Kilmastigue branch— 

Fault was found with Mr. J.-L: Cuffe-for supply- 
ing certain biacklegs with stuff. He should know 
better. Others thought such work profitnble, but 
in the end they suffered severe loss. Himself and 
Evans might spend a lonesome Christmas if the 
public, as they are sure to do, use the 40-foot pole 
medicine. When ‘“ Ichabod” is written over a 
man’s door. surely his glory, as well as his profits, 
is departed.

xes. . 
is class of individuals in 
addition to flat dwellers who are getting 
ready. They are the-van helpers—the abuse 
ridden men who scratch your parlor table 
and lose some of the slats out of your spare 
bed. The van helpers do even more getting 
ready than the movers themselves, for it is 
in the days immediately preceding and fol- 
’ Jowing May 1 that they distinguish them- 
"wal ‘helpers are ambitious; at least in one 
direction. Their ambition is somewhat pe- 
cullar, yet is ‘assertive. The king of their 
‘kind is the man who can sling a cook stove or 
a heavy dresser across his back and lum- 
ber down three flights of stairs with as 
much ease as though promenading for pleas- 
ure along Michigan avenue. 
Brag of Their Strength. 

Tt fe a -peculiar fact that all van helpers 
base their claim to supremacy upon te 
bulk-and weight they can carry ‘on their 
backs. It is no longer considered etiquette 
among professional! movers to ask for or ac- 
cept help. The ambition of the van helperis 
to do everything himself and accept assist- 
ance only when assistance is absolutely nec- 


thought of even attempting to carry a barrel 
of dishes from a third story flat without 
help. If he had been asked to do so he would 
have thought he was being overworked. 


But styles change with van helpers aswell — 


as with other people, and it is quite the fash- 
ion nowadays for a man to saddle ag great a 
weight on to himself as he can stand up 
under. Indeed, this is the pride of the pro- 
fession. The change came about when the 
jmportance of the back as a human lifting 
fevice was discovered. Men engaged in 
moving families about from place to place 
learned that by backing up to a cook stove 
cr a bookcase, a small organ or a bulky 
Sresser, they could raise up under it and 
move off with comparative ease, and many 
van helpers have developed such mpeg 
in this way that they can carry 400 or 

pounds on their back with comparative ease. 


New Way Much Easier. 

Under old moving methods two men were 
required to do pretty nearly everything con- 
nected with the unpleasant occupation ef 
changing location, and they were in each oth- 
er’s way much of the time. For instance, 
they would start down a flight of stairs with 
'@ bookcase. One man went in front and the 
other behind. The result was that the sharp 
edges of the piece of furniture beat a tattoo 
on ‘the calves of the legs of the 
man who walked in front and barked 
the shins of the man in _ the - rear. 
This was inconvenient and exceedingly un- 


pleasant, and the van helper usually came 
out of a day’s engagement at moving time 
bruised and scarred. 

He is neither scarred nor bruised in these 
modern days. His back may be a little lame 
at night after he has stripped two or three 


 eight-room flats on the third or fourth floor 


of its furniture, but he usually shows up 
all right on the following morning. 

Moving has been relieved of a good many 
of its terrors since the annual spring exodus 
of flat dwellers canie into vogue in Chicago. 
A family used to consider itself lucky if it 
got out of one location and into another 
without losing at least three or four pieces 
of furniture or having several looking glasses 
broken or the piano scratched until it had 
to be sent back to the factory for, repairs. 


Don’t Pile Wagons So High. 


It used to be the Custom to load the house- 
hold furniture on to an open wagon regard- 
less of the condition of the weather and go 
bumping over rough pavements with no 
thought of consequences. ‘The aim of the 
van helper in days gone by seemed to be to 
pile furniture as high as the building or- 
Cinance would permit, always remembering 
to put the breakable stuff in the bottom of 
the wagon, After a journey of a few blocks 
the furniture usually looked like the rem- 
nants of a Kansas cyclone. 

But now more care is. exercised. The 
change has been due as much to the prevail- 


essary. Years ago a man would not have. ing use of covered and padded vans as to 


any other one cause, The up-to-date van 
helper prides himself on his ability to handle 
furniture without damaging, and.-as a result 
it is carefully packed away into closed 
wagons, where it is protected from wind 
and weather and reaches its destination in 


safety. 


No ‘“‘ gang” of*professional movers asks 
more than three hours to completely clean 
out an-eight-room fiat on the third floor 
and load its contents into a,wagon. This 
may include the moving of a piano. Pianos

Defense of the Van Man. 


“The van man always has been a much- 
abused individual,’’ said. one professional 
mover, “but he is outgrowing his reputa- 
tion every year. It is no trick to move in 
these days. In fact, I think people rather 
enjoy. the novelty and excitement of it. It’s 
s0 easy, you know. Nothing to it but unset- 
tling and settling again. The van man does 
the work. I actually believe lots of people 
move simply for a diversion. Naturally, we 
don't care how many of them move. May 1 
looks pretty good to us,”’

er butterfiles, probably the largest, rarest, 
and thost costly eollection in the world. 
Curiously, fashion, seldom given to fads 
of scientific turn, is now interested in the 
breeding of butterflies. The success of Miss 
Baden-Powell, sister of the hero of Mafe- 
King. in faising butterflies in her London 
drawing-room, is largely responsible for the 
innovation, which has among its votaries 
many notable men, including Lionel Roths- 
child, Whose kinsman, Baron Rothschild, 
frequently sent butterfly catchers to Africa 
and India in quest of the “ winged flowers.”’ 
There are 700 species of butterfly in the 
United States—300 more than in all Europe.
